The Senator said that it was foolish to 
expect that the Democratic Senators would 
vote for a bill to admit three Territories 
which were thoroughly Republican, and he 
had given his friend in Arizona the best 
advice he could. A Republican member of 
the Statehood Committee had begged him 
to withdraw the letter, and he had refused 
to do so. Mr. Quay said he should stand 
by the letter, for there was nothing in it

that was more or less true now than when ;

Senator Quay said that he could not pre- 
dict what the course of the opposition 
might be in regard to the consideration of 
the bill, nor whether there would be a pro- 
longed debate or not. 

“So far as I am concerned,” said the 
Senator, “I do not want any debate. All 
I want is a vote, and that cannot come any 
too soon to suit me. We are ready 
time.”’ 

The friends of the Statehood bill say that 

, there has not been a single defection from

Western Seeks Proxies to Vote on 
the Proposition.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—President Stickney of 
the Chicago Great Western has issued a 
circular to stockholders requesting them 
to send him their proxies for the special 
meeting to be held in this city on Feb. 18, 
1903, for the purpose of voting on the 
proposition to increase the common stock 
from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000. In his cir- 
cular President Stickney says: 

‘‘As explained in the annual report of 
1901 and the annual letter of Feb.' 10, 1902, 
addressed to and approved by the holders 


of the debenture and preferred A_ stocks 
at the London meeting of March 5, 1902, 
the company has arranged with the pro- 
prietors of the Mason City and Fort Dodge 
Railroad Company to extend its lines to 
Omaha and Sioux City and to. purchase 
and improve certain branch lines belong- 
ing to this company, together making a 
system of about 503 miles, connecting with 
the main lines of the Chicago Great West- 
ern at Oelwein, Iowa, 
Minn.”’ 

The action of the Chicago Great Western 
in making such an increase of stock is 
criticised by some railroad officials. They 
say the road is now overcapitalized as com- 
pared with other Western systems. 


CATTLE MEN TO BE HEARD. 


To Testify Before Omaha Grand Jury 
Regarding Alleged Iilegalt Fences 
on Government Lands.

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 4.—Cattlemen from 
all over the State, representing large and 
small interests, spurred by the charges ot 
Special Agent Mosby of the Land Office, 
are now in the city for the purpose of tell- 
ing the Grand Jury what they know of il- 
legal fences on the Government's property. 

Several soldiers’ widows are also present 
to detail the way their entries were made. 
The large cattle oWners plead that the 
tearing down of fences will defeat its very 
object because, they say, it will work a 
greater injury to the small than to the 
large cattlemen. 

“The big cattle combinations,” said 
Charles Frenzer, the representative of one 
of them, to-day, “‘ have enough men and 
horses to control their herds even with the 
fences. down, or else the hiring of extra 
help does not work such a great hard- 


| ship, but with the fences down the herds of 


the smaller men would be hopelessly lost.”’

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—The property rights 
of the Board of Trade in their market 
quetations, carrying the righi to prevent 
bucket shops from issuing them, was stiil 
more firmly established to-day by the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court, at Springfield. 

The Court enjoined forty bucket shop 
Southern District of Illinois 
“ obtcining, receiving, selling, or dis- 
the market quotations of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Chicago, and 
from aiding, abetting, or assisting others 
in the taking or distributing said quota- 
tions, ana the defendants are ordered to 
1903."" 
The injunction was granted on the bill of 
Union and Cleveland Telegraph 
Companies, filed early this year, to which 
bill the bucket shops demurred, the de- 
murrer being overruled. ~\ 

The first defendant named on the list, R. 
; of Springfield, is a brother of 
Thomas Cleage. of St. Louis, who is con- 
ducting a “‘ blind pool” in December corn 
with large operations in the St. Louis, Chi- 
and Kansas City markets.

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REPUBLICAN FACTION 
FIGHT PATCHED UP

Dual Direction of Senator Platt and 


Gov. Odell. 


Robert C. Morris to be Re-elected Chair- 
man and to Carry Out Plans Jointly 
Agreed Upon. 


Peace has been patched up in the Re- 
publican County organization, which here- 
after will be under the dual direction of 
Senator Thomas C. Platt and Gov. Odell, 
with Robert C. Morris as executive officer 
to carry out the plans which Senator Platt 
and Gov. Odell may agree upon as. best 
calculated to promote party success. 

This arrangement was said last night by 
party leaders to be the result of the con- 
ferences which Gov. Odell held in this city 
yesterday with members of both factions 
in the organization. Gov. Odell had a long 
conference yesterday afternoon at the Fifth 


Avenue Hotel with Chairman Morris of the 


New York County organization, and Lieut. 
Gov. Woodruff, leader of the Kings County 
organization, Later he conferred with Ed- 
ward Lauterbach and Senator Elsberg, 
and during the day he also saw National 
Committeeman Fred S. Gibbs, William 
Brookfield, Col. Gruber, Gherardi Davis, 
Senator Marshall, and James March. 

It was admitted last night on all sides 
that Mr. Morris would be re-elected Chair- 
man of the County Committee to succeed 
himself at the meeting for the reorganiza- 
tion of the committee to be held on Dec. 18. 
There were vigorous protests against this 
decision on the part of those who do not 
approve of Mr. Morris's conduct of affairs, 
but they were unavailing. It is understood 
that the members of the County Committee 
from the Twenty-ninth Assembly District 
will oppose the re-election of Mr. Morris 
when the County Committee meets, but at 
the same time it is said that they have 
been partially reconciled to the inevitable 
by the assurances which they have received 
from the Governor that hereafter he will, 
in conjunction with Senator Platt, exercise 


a.supervision over the work of the com- 
mittee. 

The friends of Senator Platt, it is said, 
signified their approval of the Governor's 
intention to take an active interest in the 
affairs of the county organization, believ- 
ing that the Senator and the Governor 
would be able to act in complete harmony. 

Gov. Odel. is said to have reiterated his 
assurances of his loyalty and friendship 
for Senator Platt and to have made the 
declaration that all efforts to make trou- 
ble between them would bring no fruit, 
their friendship being established on too 
solid a basis. He is said to have resented 
the insinuations which have been recent- 
ly made that his interference in the con- 
duce of the local organization was prompt- 
ed by a desire on his part to wrest the 
organization from Senator Platt. His only 
purpose, he is reported to have said, was 
to build up the organization so as to in- 
sure a continuance of party success, and In 
doing this he expected to act in complete 
harmony with the Senator. 

One cf the prominent Platt men with 
whom the Governor conferred yesterday, in 
discissing the conclusions reached, said: 

“The Republican county— 
henceforth will carry out whatever sug- 
gestions Senator Platt and Gov. Odell agree 
upon. It is understood that before they 
formulate any plans they will send for 
the prominent leaders in the organization 
representing all shades of opinion and 
give then? a héaring. But their joint decis- 
ion will be binding. Whatever they say 
should be done will be done. And that 
is as it should be, for they will be re- 
sponsible for success or failure."’ 

‘**But suppose the Senator and the Gov- 
ernor should not agree upon questions of 
policy? ”’ 

‘““No trouble is anticipated from that 
source, There is too good an understanding 
between them, but I suppose that if any 
question should arise on which they were 
not of the same opinion no suggestion 
would be offered by either, and the or- 
ganization would be free to do as the 
members saw fit.”’ 

From the information which he has re- 
ceived from the district leaders, Gov. Odell 
is now revolving in his mind several plans 
which he believes will inure to the efficien- 
ey of the county organization. During the 
next few weeks he will talk over these 
plans with Senator Platt, and if the Senator 
indorses the plans they will be put into ex- 
ecution soon after the committee is reor- 
ganized in December. 

In connection with the legislative com- 
mittee appointments it was said yesterday 
that there was a probability that John Hill 
Morgan of Kings County would be made 
the Chairman of the Committee on Cities. 
Mr. Morgan has served several terms in the 
Assembly, and last year was the Chairman 
of the Committee on Taxation and 
trenchment. Until Mr. Morgan's name was 
mentioned yesterday for the Chairmanship 
of the Cities Committee, it was understood 
that this place would go to Jean Purnett 
of Ontario. 
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CANTOR REPLIES TO ODELL: 


Denies That Fusionists Used Offices to 
Aid Democrats—Attacks Hill’s 
Leadership. 


The Executive Committee of the Greater 
New York Democracy met last night at the 
headquarters of the Twenty-fifth Assembly 
District organization on the southwest 
corner of Twenty-sixth Street and Broad- 
wgy. Chairman William Hepburn Russell 
presided. The meeting was called for the 
purpose of reviewing the work of the or- 
ganization in the recent campaign. The 
feature of the meeting was an address by 
Borough President Cantor, in which he 
undertook to reply to the speech made by 
Gov. Odell at the Republican Club, and in 
which he also took occasion to express his 
opinion about the quality of State leader- 
ship down by David Bennett Hill. Mr. 
Cantor's answer to the Governor's criti- 
cisms was in the main as follows: 

**Gov. Odell, at the Republican Club the 
other night, charged that the slump in the 
Republican vote of this city was due large- 
ly to the political activity and vexatious 
enforcement of the ordinances by two Dem- 
ocratic city officials. I shall not discuss 
the wisdom of the Republican Executive of 
this State in only criticising Democratic 
members of this administration. It cer- 
tainly would justify a general party attack 
on both sides, and such a condition of 
things would naturally prevent any coali- 
tion, such as that which redeemed the city 
in the Fall of last year. The Governor was 
wrong in his facts. 

‘‘In the first place, he acquitted his own 
administration of any responsibility for the 
big Democratic majority in the city, not- 


withstanding the fact that public sentiment 
here had been aroused against his partisan 
interference with the public institutions and 
Judiciary of the State, and for other rea- 
sons which need not be referred to. 
“As to ihe Incumbrance Bureau, the 
records show that the number of com- 
pla.nts received and removals made dur- 
ing the month of October was less than 
other months. It was another department 
of the City Government that was honestly 
and industriously engaged in enforcing the 
ordinances against incumbrances in addi- 
ticn to my own. If the Governor intended 
to mean that I used the power of my of- 
fice to help the Democratic Party in the 
last campaign, he makes a very serious 
blunder and a statement which is not

“This State was lost to the Democratic 
Party by reason of bad party management 
and a refusal to nominate the one man 
whom everybody believed at the time would 
be elected, and that that would have been 
the result if his nomination had been made, 
the subsequent returns clearly indicate. 

‘‘Democrats and independent citizens 
throughout the State urged upon the party 
leader the nomination of Chief Justice Par- 
ker, and they fully expected that the con- 
vention would be left free to make its own 
choice. His nomination would have created 
great enthusiasm, not only through the 
State, but throughout the country, and in 
my judgment his election as Governor 
would have been followed by his nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, and, I firmly be- 
lieve, his election. 

“The conditions were ripe for the intrg- 
duction into the politics of the country of 
a safe and conservative citizen, as a strik- 
ing contrast togthe extraordinary strenu- 
osity of President Roosevelt. Thus was lost 
to the Democratic Party the opportunity of 
presenting to the next National Convention 
the Democratic Governor of this State as 
our candidate.”

SHAMROCK III. IN PERIL. 


Fire in Dumbarten Shipyard Threatened 
New Cup Chalienger—Yacht's 


Parts All Saved. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The new yacht Sham- 
rock III., in course of construction by Sir 
Thomas Lipton as the challenger for the 
America’s Cup in the international race of 
1903, had a narrow escape from being de- 
stroyed by fire, which caused much dam- 
age in Denny’s shipbuilding yards at Dum- 
barton to-night. The new racing yacht, 
now well advanced in construction, was 
saved from injury by hard work, though 
dangers threatered her persistently for 
several hours. 

Through the greater part of the time 
that the fire was in progress red hot cin- 
ders were blown from burning structures 
to the roof and sides of the shed in which 
the Shamrock III. is being built. The fire 
was fiercest in the fitters’ shop. The wind 
blew direct from that building to the 
Shamrock's shed, which is only thirty 
yards distant, for an hour. 

A special force of men had hard work to 
guard the challenger from harm. Event- 
ually the fitters’ shop was gutted, The 
fire then was controlled. 

All _the important parts of Shamrock III, 

were saved, although the construction of 
the yacht will be delayed for some time. 
Shipbuilder Denny said he feared at one 
time that there was not the slightest hope 
of saving the challenger. The fire was of 
accidental origin. The damage done to the 
yards is estimated at $100,000. Another se- 
rious result of the fire is that about 700 
werkmen will lose their employment for an 
indefinite period of time. 
_ ‘The news of the fire when conveyed to 
Sir Thomas Lipton, caused the challenger 
for the America’s Cup much concern. ‘*‘ She 
has certainly begun with bad luck early,” he 
said, referring to the new yacht. ‘* Sham- 
rock II. started with a bath and finishea 
with a fine bath when she dropped her 
rast and sails in the Solent. She, too, 
had a fire, in which her sails were au 
burned. Of course I am thankful that the 
new challenger has escaped, but I fear 
that the damage done to the shipyard may 
seriously retard the work on her. If her 
models, which were not in the shed, are 
destroyed, it will be a very serious mat- 
ter. I shall go to Dumbarton to-morrow to 
see for myself how things stand.”’ 


MISS LIVINGSTON INJURED. 


Thrown While Riding in Hunt of the 
Meadow Brook Club—Her Shoul- 
der Dislocated. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I., Dec. 4.—Miss Maud 
Livingston, a sister of Mrs. Maxwell 
Stevenson of this place, while riding with 
the Meadow Brook Hunt Club this after- 
noon, near Westbury, was thrown over a 
fence and landed in a lane, dislocating her 
right shoulder. 

At the time of the accident Miss Living- 
ston was riding W. L. Kernochan’'s horse 
St. Bridget. They had proceeded as far as 
Frank Griswold’s place, and were about to 
take a high fence into a lane, when the 


horse on which Miss Livingston was riding 
stumbled. Mr. Kernochan placed the in- 
jured woman in his trap and drove her to 
her sister's home in Hempstead, where Dr.

Prominent New Haven Man Suffering 
from Pistol Shot Wound.

pital to-night, suffering from a pistol shot 
wound supposed to have been self-inflicted 
this afternoon.

Gardner, the improvement which set in 
early in the evening was found to have 
progressed to a degree that afforded much 
encouragement. At a late hour Mr. Reed 
was fully conscious, and was resting com- 
fortably. 
by the improvement, they regard 
Reed's condition as extremely critical. 

For about thirty-six hours Mr. Reed was 
unable to lie otherwise than on his back, 
but this morning he was able to turn and 
lie on the right side, indicating that the 
distress from the appendicitis had abated.

City last night was cornfields and raw 
prairie. This morning it was a town of 
2,000 inhabitants, with a complete inunici- 
pal organization, a bank in operation, a 
daily newspaper established, a fairly good 
hotel, four restaurants, seven saloons, at 
least a score of mercantile establishments, 
and no end of gambling houses. 

The residence section as yet boasts few 
structures other than canvas tents, but 
all the business enterprises are housed in 
substantial frame structures, many of 
which lack nothing except paint of being 
completed, The lot drawing began at day- 
light. Each boomer paid in $25, which 
entiticd him to a twenty-five-foot business 
lot or a fifty-foot residence lot, the selec- 
tion to be by lottery.

NEW YORK CENTRAL 


IMPROVEMENT PLANS 


To Depress Tracks So That 
Streets Can. Cross 
Them. 


| All Grade Crossings Eliminated 


—Electric Trains—Station to 
be Enlarged—Connection 
with Subway Lines. 


The New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company yesterday pre- 
sented to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
new plans for the improves 
ment cf terminal facilities in this city 
which it is believed will be acceptable to 
the authorities and satisfactory to the 
public. , 

The proposed scheme was submitted by 
Ira A. Place of the legal department of the 
corporation, and the details were given to a 
NEW York TIMES reporter by W. J. Wil- 
gus, Chief Engineer of the railroad com- 
pany, as follows: 

‘The pians contemplate lowering the en- 
tire terminal from Fifty-seventh Street to 


| the coucourse in the station, so as to per- 


mit the 
streets 


carrying overhead of the city 
from Forty-fifth to Fifty-fifth 
Street, both inclusive. They also provide 
for excavating under the surface of the 
present Park Avenue from Forty-ninth to 
Fifty-seventh Street, thus permitting the 
construction of three additional tracks on 
each side of the existing four tracks, mak- 
ing ten tracks in all. The depression of 
the entire terminal will permit the utiliza- 
tion of the surfaces under Park Avenue 
without widening the open cut, and will 
dispense with the necessity of moving back 
Park Avenue to the west. 

“It should be understood, too, that the 
plans presented, so far as details are con- 
cerned, are tentative, but the general idea 
or the idea generally expressed is to in- 
crease the size of the main waiting room 
so as to extend it across the entire width 
of the terminal, from Vanderbilt Avenue 
to Depew Place, making it at least one of 
the finest, if not the finest, waiting reem 
in the werld. Its length will be doubled, 

“It is proposed to widen the concourse, 
doubling it, nearly, in width. Then we 
intend to construct elevated driveways in 
the main trainshed, one on each side con- 
necting with the new Forty-fifth Street 
viaduct, with a plaza over the tracks im- 
mediately north of the Concourse, and con- 
nected therewith by stairways about eight 
feet in height. The plaza will not only 
accomnicdate vehicles to and from the sta- 
tion, but baggage wagons as well, and also 
furnish a commodious carriage stand. 


INCOMING BAGGAGE ROOM. 


“The incoming baggage room will be 


over the tracks and on a level with the 
elevited driveway, so that Depew Place 
will be freed from its present congestion 
of baggage wagons. This general arrangeé- 
ment will also relieve Forty-second Street 
from vehicular congestion, and also, in @ 
large part. will do away with the conges- 
tion ci pedestrian traffic in the neighbor- 
hood of the station. Baggage will be han- 
dled from trains to the baggage rooms 
and vice versa by overhead conveyers at 
the north and south ends of the trainshed, 

‘* The depression of the tracks in the train- 
shed will be about 714 feet, making a total 
depth of about 10% feet from the Concourse 
to the train platforms. This difference in 
elevation will be overcome by inclines, so 
as to avoid stairways. 

‘‘The plans also contemplate an under- 
ground connection beneath the depressed 
terminal with the rapid transit subway. 
The depression starts"in on the outer track 
on each side of the new additional tracks 
under Fark Avenue e neighborhood of 
Fiftieth Street, pas under the entire 
yard and Central é and joins the 
express tracks of the rapid transit subway 
without a single grade crossing.” 

“lf authorized, how long will it take to 
make the proposed improvements?” the 
reporter queried. e 3 

“That, rejoined Mr. Wilgus, ‘‘is a diffi- 
cult question to answer. It is a very deli- 
cate piece of work that is to be under- 
taken, and all of it must be done so as to 
interfere in no way with the enormous 
traffic of our system. The work will have 
to be done in sections, and we shall com- 
plete it as expeditiously as possible.” 

* And the possible cost?’”’ the reporter in- 
quired. 

“The cost? It is needless to talk of it in 
hundreds of thousands. It will go into the 
miilions. But it must be done. Our plans 
propose something more than the better- 
ment of terminal facilities. There will be 
a great improvement. But We have made 


| plans for the Marble Hill ‘ cut-off,’ which 


will eliminate eight grade crossings at 
King's Bridge, in the Bronx. The elimina- 
tion of the only three grade crossings ex- 
clusive of those at King’s Bridge is also 
contemplated. These are at High Bridge, 
Mcrris Heights, and Fordham _ Heights. 
Thus every grade crosstng in New York 
City on our main line will be done away 
with. This will involve new stations and 
other accessories and we will have to erect 
overhead stations the same as those now 
in use on the elevated roads. The trains 
will be operated electrically. i 
‘IT apprehend little opposition from the 
authorities. The main objection to the new 
plans is that we contemplate some 4 per 
cent. grades. That is not a serious mat-+ 
ter, especially as a 4 per cent. grade is 
only needed on the Lexington Avenue side, 
On the Madison Avenue side the streets 
are almost level with the proposed tracks.” 


BEFORE THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE, 


The letter of President W. H. Newman 
of the Central-Hudson system embodying 
the above ideas was considered by the 
Beard of Estimate and Apportionment yes-, 
terday afternoon, and notice was at once 
drawn to the fact that the railroad com- 
pany had dispensed with most of the in- 
tended alterations involving the widening 
of the westerly side of Park Avenue from 
Forty-ninth Street to Fifty-sixth Street, 
and the closing of other streets which had 


so invited the opposition of property own- 
ers. 

Pursuant to the charter, the petition of 
the railroad company and the resolution of 
the Murray Hill Local Board in the mat- 
ter rof the proposed improvements were 
transmitted to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, and several hearings have 
been had since the railroad coer first 
expressed a desire to improve its termi- 
nal facilities. At these hearings it devel- 
oped that certain property holders desired 
that further improvements should. be made 
for the benefit of the city. Replying 
these demands, the railroad company 
in its petition presented yesterday:

Central Freight Association Will Ad- 
vance Charges on Brick and 
Clay Products.

PITTSBURG, Dec. 4.—Representatives of 
the Central Freight Association meet next 
Monday at Columbus, O., to arrange an 
advance on freight rates on brick and 
clay products, similar to the advance on 
iron and steel that go into effect Jan. 1. 
The pig iron rate from Mahoning Valley 
points to Pittsburg will be raised from 75 
to 8 cents a ton, and the billet rate for 
the same haul will be raised from 85 to ¥5 

cents a ton 

The new Pittsburg-Chicago rate on pig 
iron, now &2.50, will be $2.70 a gross ton, 
and the billet rate will be advanced from 
$2.70 to $3 per ton. . The Pittsburg-Milwau- 
kee rate on iron and steel will be 18% cents 
the hundred pounds and the Buffalo-Mil- 
waukee rate 1614 cents. 

Pittsburg steel manufacturers ére pre- 
paring to fight the railroads by advancing 
terminal charges where they own their own 
switching yards and terminals, 


A GROSS EARNINGS BILL. 
Resubmitted Measure Before Minne- 
sota Legislature Will Strike at 
Railroads. 

Special to The New York Times. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 4.—Resubmission 
of the gross earnings bill will be one of the 
principal issues before the coming session 
of the Legislature. The bill which will 
make its appearance soon after the open- 
ing of the session will be different from 


the one submitted to the people at the last 
election, though the mileage basis will be 
retained. The change in the bill, however, 
will be for providing more revenue. 

Disclosures made by the Public Examiner 
since the extra session have shown that the 
railroad companies have many items of 
income on which they pay no taxes at all: 
It is reported that examinations of the 
books for the past six years show $1,000,000 
in taxes that the State might have col- 
lected had all these items been listed as 
gross a. 

To reach the items in the future the bill 
will preriée that the gross earnings cor- 
porations shall pay the tax on_all income, 
whether derived from operation or other 
sources. With this provision it is believed 
that a 4 per cent. law, even under the mile- 
age basis, will add a clean $500,000 to the 
State's annual revenue.

Experiments With the Silk Fabric Con- 
ducted in the Ninth Regiment 
Armory. 


A test was made last evening in the 
armory of the Ninth Regiment, in Four- 
teenth Street, between Sixth and Seventh 
Avenues, of the Zegleir bullet-proof cloth, 
a fabric made for the purpose of resisting 
revolver bullets fired at close range.

NEW MOVE AGAINST CROKER 


Sturgis Seeks Vacation of Stay of 
Execution of Dismissal. 


Motion to be Made by the Corporation 
Counsel’s Office—Grounds on 
Which It Is Made. 


Another phase of the situation created 
by the dismissal of Chief of Department 
Edward F. Croker by Fire Commissioner 
Themas Sturgis and his continuance in 
active duty, as head of the uniformed 
force of the Fire Department from 8 A. M., 
Dec. 2, when he would have been’ suc- 
ceeded by Deputy Chief of Department 
Charles D. Purroy as Acting Chief, by a 
Stay of execution of sentence granted with 
a writ of certiorari by Supreme Court 
Justice Fitzgerald, was presented yester- 
day. John J. Delany, counsel for Chief 
Cicker, was notified by Corporation Coun- 
sel Rives that next Tuesday the Law De- 
pertment would move, before Justice Lev- 
entritt, in Part I., Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court, the vacation of so much of 
Justice Fitzgerald's order of last Satur- 
day as grants a stay of execution of 
sentence, 

The grounds for the motion, as set forth 
in the moving papers, are: 1. That the 
court had no power to issue a writ of stay; 
2. That if it had such power, it was im- 
properly exercised; 3. That the stay should 
be vacated for cogent and legal reasons. 

The papers set forth that Chief Croker 
in his petition on which the writs of cer- 
tiorari and stay were granted made affi- 
davit that unless a stay were “granied his 
removal would result in disorganization and 
friction among the members of the force. 
The opposing affidavits set forth that no 
such result would ensue. Mr. Sturgis pre- 
sents such a contention, and this is forti- 
fled by an-affidavit from William L. 
Findley, who for many years was attor- 
ney for the Fire Department. He states 
that when Chiefs Bates, Shay, and Bonner 
were retired no such conditions resulted. 
Mr. Findley also swears that in no one 
instance was such a stay granted before, 
and that if a necessity of stay arose in 


the case of Chief Croker it arose in every 
case. 

Arthur F. Cosby, Assistant Corporation 
Counsel, who represented the city at the 
tria' of the Chief, makes affidavit that 


during the proceedings Commissioner Stur- | 


gis was fair, unblased, and unprejudiced. 
Mr. Sturgis makes a like statement. A. 
T. Campbell, Chief Clerk of the Law ‘De- 
partment, swears that in no one instance 
has a stay been granted in certiorari pro- 
ceedings to review the action of a Com- 
missioner sitting in a quasi-judicial ca- 
pacity. 

Commissioner Sturgis also says that the 
men of the department:will lose respect for 
him if they discover that he is unable to 
enforce his orders punishing members of 
the department for insubordination and 
intraction of rules and other violations of 
discipline and lose their confidence in the 
Chief who ‘has been discredited by being 
convicted of incompetency

Commotion in a Newark Trolley Car 
When the Headgear Was Torn Off 
—Woman Frightened. 


NEWARK, Dec. 4.—Sergeant Brown of 
the Fourth Police Precinct was the only 
male passenger in a Clinton Avenue trolley 
ear this morning when the twelve women 
in it were frightened by mice that one of 
thelr number brought in unconsciously. At 
Bergen Strect the woman who caused the 
commotion boarded the car.

CASE UNDER RECENT JURY ACT. 


Justice Leventritt Prevented by the | 


Court of Appeals from Attacking 
the Law’s Unconstitutionailty. 


Justice Leventritt of the Supreme Court, 
in a decision involving the status of an ex- 
Deputy Commissioner of Jurors, says that 
he would have decided that the recent jury 
act was unconstitutional but for the fact 
that he had to be bound by a majority of 
the Court of Appeals, which decided the act 
constitutional. 

The case before Justice Leventritt was 
that of ex-Deputy Commissioner of Jurors 
Frederick P. Simpson, who served under 
Special Commissioner Henry Winthrop 
Gray, and who claimed that he continued 
to servé under Commissioner Welde after 
Mr. Gray had been deposed. He sued Mr. 
Welde, alleging that he had worked in the 
new ‘office with the latter's consent. A 
jury found that if he had ever done any 
work in the new office he had not done it 
with the approval or at the request of Mr. 
Welde. It was _to pass on the findings of 
that Justice Leventritt took the 
papers in the case.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Dec. 4.—The 
harbor -here, which for days has been filled 
with warships taking in coal, is to-day de- 
serted. .Capt. Dunlap, the commandant of 
the station, says he still has 13,000 tons of 
cecal, more than sufficient for: his needs.

PROSPERITY IN PORTO RICO. 


Interview With the Postmaster of S:.1 
Juan—People. Proud to be Ameri- 
can Citizens. 


Special to The New York Times 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—W. K. Landis, 
who is Postmaster at San Juan, Porto Rico, 
is here on a visit to his brother, Repre- 
sentative Landis of Indiana. Mr. Landis 
reports that San Juan is prosperous and 
contented. There has not been a great in- 
flux of Americans into the city, but in the 
suburbs there has been a marked increase 
in the American colony, due to.the large 
number of people who have gone from the 
Orange groves of Florida. One American 


company has gone in with $100,000 capital 
for the purpose of developing orange lands. 
Trees will begin to bear in three years. 
‘One difficulty now,’ said Mr. Landis, 
“is the question of shipment. The plan- 
tations thus far have been developed by in- 
dividual enterprise without any co-opera- 
tion. When the trees begin to bear in quan- 
tities a line of fruit steamers will be neces- 
sary, and to make it profitable there must 
be fruit enough at one time to make a 
full cargo. This is hard to figure upon at 
first, and there may be a little loss and 
some confusion for a time. I shave no 
doubt this will work out.all right.’ 
Referring to a recently published state- 
ment to the effect that the uniforms sent 
to the rural guards in the Philippines were 
proving too small in consequence of the 
abundance and excellence of the army ra- 
tion, Mr. Landis gave an interesting illus- 
tration of the effect of the army ration 
on the Porto Rican soldiers. He said: 
“The Porto Rican Battalion, ‘composed 
of men of over twenty-one, thoroughly 
matured, was. seleeted after a thorough 
physical examination. The height of the 
men was taken in their stocking feet. and 
carefully recorded. A physical examina- 
tion made six months later by the same 
system of measurement showed that the 
men had increased in height an average of 
a quarter of an inch.« Perhaps the drill 
had something to do with making them 
erect and firm, but in any event it was a 
remarkable result of army methods. 
“And. speaking of the army, I 
think the United States ever advanced a 
cause as well as it did by bringing the 
Porto Rico regiment to the capital at the 
time of the inauguration. The members of 
that regiment have been instructors ever 
since. They never tire of_ telling of Ameri- 
can’ greatness. great buildings, fast trains. 
big men, (physically,) and the many sights 
they saw. It is the ambition of every 
Porto Rican some day to come to the 
United States, and the people's pride in 
their American citizenship is unbounded. 
The members of that regiment. are look- 
ing forward to the. next inauguration in 
the hope that they may be sent again. I 
believe it would be a good investment to 
bring a regiment or two from the Philip- 
pines at the next inauguration.”

WASHINGTON 
Sehators were, 
to the direct legislation by Congress 
on -the subject of Cuban _ reciprocity, 
some of them, at least, and perhaps a ma- 
jority among them, of Republicans, will 
vote to ratify a reasonable reciprocity 
treaty. 

Senator Elkins of West Virginia, who led 
the anti-Cuban reciprocity forces in the 
Senate during the last session of Congress, 
had an extended interyiew, with the Presi- 
dent ‘to-day, during which they. discussed 
Cuban réciprocity. He informed Mr. Roose- 
velt that he would support a Cuban reci- 
procity treaty. He expressed the belief 
that such a treaty would be ratified by the 
Senate soon after its presentation. Such 
a solution of the commercial obligations of 


the United States to Cuba would be en- 
tirely satisfactory to Senator Elkins and to 
many of his Senatorial colleagues who op- 
posed the-enactment. of direct legislation, 
because they feared such action would 
open-up a tariff controversy, which, in the 
view of strong advocates of the protec- 
tion system, might prove .embarrassing, if 
not dangerous, to the Republicans. 

President Roosevelt, it is understood, has 
received assurances from other Senators 
who last Spring opposed reciprocity legis- 
lation. that they will-support by voice and 
vote a Cuban reciprocity treaty. 


HAVANA, Dec. 4.—The reciprocity nego- 
tiations between Gen. Tasker Bliss and the 
Cuban Secretaries, Zaldo and Montes, is 
practically at a standstill owing to the lat- 
ter desiring to await the outcome of the 
bill introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives which’ provides for the appointment 
of a.committee to draw up a bill defining 
the limits of the concessions which the 
Cuban Government can offer foreign coun- 
tries in negotiating reciprocity treaties. A 
committee of the House began studying the 
question to-day, 

It is known that Secretaries Zaldo and 
Montes have reached a satisfactory agree- 
ment with Gen. Bliss, and that practically 
all that is left to be done is the signing of 
the agreement, but they do not wish to as- 
sume any responsibility, especially since the 


recent Cabinet crisis and in view of the a 
arent determination on the part of the 
Nationalist Party to oppose the Govern- 
ment. The Nationalists claim control of 
the Houge and the bill referred to is a Na- 
tionalist measure. 

In a discussion in the Senate to-day on 
the subject, Sefor Sanguily said an agree- 
ment signed by President Palma and Secre- 
taries Zaldo and Montes would not be bind- 
ing, and that the matter must be brought 
before both houses. Congress, he said, 
should be informed regarding the particu- 
lars of the proposed treaty in order ‘to in- 
telligently discuss the changes in the tariff.

Special Attention Paid Mosquitos 
at Washington Meeting. 


Resolutions Bearing on the Subject of 
Infection Adopted—How  Hook- 
worms Affect the “ Poor 
Whites ” of the South. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Sanitary 
Cenference of the American Republics, 
which has been in session here since Tues- 
day, came to.an end to-night: Santiago de 
Chile was selected as 
meeting, which will occur March 15, 1904. 

The mosquito came in for a good share 
of attention during the closing session, and 
several resolutions bearing on the subject 
of infection were’ adopted. 

One of these, offered by Arthur R. 
Reynolds of Chicago, urged the different 
Governments to study in their respective 
territories the geographical distribution of 
the mosquito in order that it may have 
practical application in subsequent con- 
ventions. 

A resolution, offered by Dr. Guiteras of 
Cuba, is of broader scope, and, within a 
mcasure, makes the statement that the in- 
sect is the one factor in the communication 
of. the disease. This resolution de@ares 
as follows: 

That measures of prophylaxis against yellow 
fever shall be based upon the fact that up to 
the present time the bite of certain mosquitos is 
the only proven natural means of the propaga- 
tion of yellow fever; that the Governments rep- 
resented in this conference approve the measures 
employed in Havana for the prevention of the 
spread of the disease ** on land,’’ for the Iisola- 
tion of cases, and the fumigation of buildings, -it 
being understood that said measures are based 
upon the principles enunciated in the first part 
of this resolution; that the prevention of the im- 
portation of the disease by vessels wherein per- 
sons actually infected are found must conform 
to the methods employed on land, yet there are 
questions concerning the importation of infected 
mosquitos that require further study before any 
decided modification of the quarantine laws can 
be recommended. 

It provides that the subject of bringing 
the quarantine laws to conform with the 
new doctrine of mosquito infection shall be 
referred to the International Sanitary Bu- 
reau of the American Republics for a re- 
port at the next meeting. 

The following preamble and_ resolution 
offer by Dr. Reynolds were adopted: 

Whereas, Bubonic plague and other diseases 
are spread by rats, mice, and other lower ani- 
mals which, to a great extent find sustenance 
in animal and vegetable kitchen waste and 
commonly called. garbage; therefore be it 
Resolved, That all organic waste or garbage 
should be kept separtely on the premises, un- 
mixed with anything else, until it can be re- 
moved and destroyed. 

A resolution by Dr. Reynolds recited that 
typhoid fever ‘and: Asiatic cholera are 
caused by swallowing food or drink con- 
taminated by the discharges of previous 
cases; and declared that if all the uischarges 
of évery existing case of typhoid fever and 
Asiatic cholera were instantly disinfected 
such diseases would cease to be a menace 
to the world. 

A long resolution pertaining to the work 
of the International Sanitary Bureau, 
whose permanent headquarters are to be at 
Washington, was adopted by the confer- 
ence. It makes it the duty of the bureau to 
urge al] the parties represented in the con- 
ference to promptly and regularly trans- 
mit to the bureat all data of every char- 
acter relative to thé sanitary condition of 
their er soa th ports and territories; to 
furnish the bureau every opportunity and 
aid for thorough, careful, and. scientific 
study ‘and investigation of outbreaks of 
pestilential diseases occurring in the terri- 
tories of the republics; requires the bureau 
to lend its aid and experience toward the 
widest possible protection of the public 
health of each of the republics, in order 
that diseases may be eliminated and com- 
merce facilitated; and also to encourage 
and aid or enforce in all proper. ways the 
sanitation of seaports, including the sani- 
tary improvements of harbors, sewerage. 
drainage of the soil, paving, elimination of 
infection from buildings. and the destruc- 
tion of mosquitos and other vermin. 

The recommendation is made that a fund 
of $5,000 -be collected by the Bureau of 
American Republics to carry out the above 
provisions. 


CHARLES H. BUTLER APPOINTED. 


New York Lawyer Is Reporter of Su- 
preme Court Decisions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Charles. Henry 
Butler, a lawyer of New York City, to-day 
was appointed reporter of the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States.

He was legal expert for the Anglo-Ameri- 
ean Joint High Commission of 1898 and 
1899. Among his published works are “ In- 
tervention the Proper Course,’ -‘‘ Our 
Treaty with Spain," and ‘ The Treaty- 
Making Power of the United States.” He is 
the ninth reporter of the Supreme Court of 
the United States.

WASHINGTON, Dee, 4.—The disturbance 
noted Wednesday night as overlying Mississtopt 
has moved northeastward to the North Carvilna 
mountains with greatly increased intensity, ani 
as a rule rain again has fallen over the Sovth- 
ern States, and has extended into the Ohi» VaAl- 
lex and Middle Atlantic States. The d!sturb- 
ance in the extreme Northwest has moved south- 
eastward, with diminished intensity ond litve 
precipitation. It is closely followed by rap‘dly 
rising pressure with ‘bélow zero temperatures -in 
th: Canadian Northwest. In addition to this 
precipitation rain and snow continued in New 


England and locally in the lake regioa. Thers 
was also rain over the northern districts “ w+st 
of the Rocky Mountains. 

Temperatures have fallen generally 
eastern half of the country and risen 
westward. They are, however, below the sea- 
sona) average over all districts east of the 
Rocky Mountains except along the immediate 
Atiantic Coast. In the Gulf States the depart- 
ures range from 12 to 21 degrees. 

The south storm in conjunction with a high 
area now over Lake Superior will cause snow 
Friday over the northeastern districts, probably 
heavy in New England, interior New York, 
Northwestern New Jersey, and Northeastern 
Pennsylvania. There will also be rain or snow 
in the. south portion of the Midddle Atlantic 
States, while in the south States the weather will 
clear. There will be also snow in the lake re- 
gion, the central valleys, the Northwest, and ex- 
treme Central West. 

On Saturday generally fair weather sa indi- 
cated except along the windward shores ef the 
great lakes, where snow flurries are probable. 
It will be much colder in the South Attantic 
States Friday and colder Saturday in the Middie 
Atlantic States. To the westward temperature 
conditions will be dominated by the high grea 
now over the Canadian Northwest causing a 
decided fall in the slope region and not much 
change at present from the prevailing low tem- 
peratures in the Central Valley. 

On the New England and Middle Atlantic 
Coasts the winds will be brisk to high from *}e 
northeast; on the South Atlantic Coast righ 
and shifting, becoming west to northwest; on 
th: Gulf Coast fresh west to north; on the up- 
per lakes fresh to brisk north except luch over 
south portion, and on the lower lakes brisk to 
high north. 

Storm warnings are displayed on the Gulf Ccast 
from Cedar Keys to Punta Rassa and on the 
Atlantic Coast from Jacksonville to Eastport and 
on the lower lakes. Advisory warnings for strong 
northerly winds have been distributed over the 
south portion of the upper lakes and at Key West 
and Havana. Heavy snow warnings have been 
issued for interior New York, Northeast Venn- 
sylvania, Northwest New Jersey, and Western 
New England, and flood warnings for the rivers 
of North and South Carolina, Lower Red River, 
and the Willamette River.

Twelfth and Thirteenth Not to Ap- 
pear at Tournament. 


Cols. Dyer and Austen Hold that 
Guardsmen Should Not Take Part 
in Affairs Unauthorized by 
the State. 


Col. George R. Dyer of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, and Col. David E. Austen of the 
Thirteenth Regiment, formally announced 
to Col. Charles H. Luscomb yesterday their 
decisions that their regiments should not 
appear nor compete in the tournament of 
the Military Athletic League, to be held in 
the Madison Square Garden. Brig. Gen. 
George Moore Smith of the First Brigade 
practically indorsed the action of the Col- 
Onels. Col. Dyer said yesterday: 

“It is true that I have decided that 
my régiment shall not appear In the mili- 
tary displays. The League ts not so consti- 
tuted as to make it entirely proper that 
troops in the active service of the State 
should take part in the Garden displays." 

Col. Austen said that he had written toCol 
Luscomb explaining that the Thirteenth 
could not longer be represented either by 
delegates or details of troops in the League. 

“I am strongly of the opinion,’’ he said, 
“that the State National Guard should not 
take part in any affairs not authorized by 
the State. It involves the removal of uni- 
forms without authority or order. I re- 
gard this in the same light as the National 
Guard Association, to which for many years 
we have not sent a delegation.”’ 

The Thirteenth is the largest regiment in 
the State, and the Twelfth is practically 
tied with the Seventh in membership. The 
Seventh has never taken part in the tour- 
Maments at the Garden. Gen. Smith said: 

“Commanding officers regiments are 
right in refusing to let their regiments or 
any portion of them participate in reviews 
or other military ceremonies of kind, 
when by so doing they are to be command- 
ed by those not authorized by law to exer- 
cise command over the troops of the State.” 

Gen. Smith refused to say what action 
if any he would take. Col. Luscomb is 
not in the service, and the movement is 

resumed to be directed against him. He 
as commanded detachments from the 
Guardsmen, and officers have made com- 
plaints on the ground that he is on the 
supernumerary list. Gen. Smith is heartily 
fim favor of the tournaments, but believes 
in keeping within the strict letter of the 
Code. 

The Military Athletic League, which has 
given on the largest scale in the United 
States joint military and athletic tourna- 
ments, has been in existence six years, its 
exhibitions being among the most popular 
of the attractions at the Madison Square 
Garden. Regulars from the Army and 
Navy have participated at the various tour- 
Haments, and it has been customary to have 
g@ome one in high authority to be the pre- 
siding figure and reviewer of the parades 
each night. President Roosevelt, Gen. 
Miles, and Secretary Root are among those 
who have officiated in the past. 

The object of the League is to raise 
money for the promotion of athletics in the 
Army, Navy, National Guard, and Naval 
Militia. Athletic apparatus and outfits are 
sent to the army posts and cash payments 
sent to the Brooklyn Navy Yard, Marine 
Barracks, West Point, and Annapolis, and 
to the fund for the widows of Gen. Guy 
Henry and Sergt. Douglass. 

Col. Luscomb said that he had received 
the communications of Cols. Dyer and Aus- 
ten. He said that he could not understand 
their positions, but declined to discuss the 
matter other than to say that the tourna- 
ment wuold be held as it had been in the 
— He said that the interest of the regu- 

rs was greater than ever, and that three 
training ships would be in the harbor at the 
time of the tournament, insuring a large 
presence of blue jackets. One of the 
officers of the League described the action 
a@s inconsiderate and unwise. He said that 
there had been no opposition when Col. 
Luscomb was working hard for the success 
of the League in the first years, and that 
neither Col, Luscomb nor any of the other 
officers had received a cent for their ser- 
Vices and the time that they had to take 
from their businesses. Major Gen. Roe de- 
clined to make any statement In regard to 
the trouble.

Contest Made by Grandnephews on 


Grounds of Undue Influence 
and Fraud. 


Charles Henry Sabine and George Part- 
ridge Sabine, two grand-nephews of Mrs. 
Eliza Ann Partridge, who died in Septem- 
ber, have started a contest over her will. 
Their lawyer, William P. Burr of 35 Nas- 
gau Street, filed the objections to the will 
They claim that their grand- 
aunt, who bequeathed the bulk of her 
property to John Partridge Jepson and 
Charles Edward Jepson, nephews, was led 
to make the will, if she ever made it at all, 
by reason of undue influence and fraud. 
It is charged, however, that the paper pre- 
sented for probate was not her will, and 
that the signature purporting to be hers 
was that ot some one else. . 

Mrs. Partridge’s life was romantic. 
young she wished to marry her cousin, 
Henry Hall Ward, but her family would 
not allow her to do so. Not long, after the 
love aftair had been broken off he died, 
leaving to her his handsomely furnished 
house at 23 Bond Street. She took posses- 
sion of the place, with its beautiful furni- 
ture and bric-a-brac, but it was never 
opened. It was kept just as Mr. Hall had 
left it when he died, more than thirty 
years ago, and Mrs. Partridge spent those 
thirty years as a recluse in her home at 
Bs West Thirty-seventh Street. 

It was discovered after her death that the 
unopened house had been left, along with 
most of her property, to the two nephews. 
She had remembered her servants, how- 
éver, leaving $2,000 to her chambermaid, 
Mary Walsh; $1,000 to her cook, Julia 
Walsh; $1,000 to her laundress, Mary Hen- 
messey, and $00 to her waiter, John Cam- 
pion.

A LAW THAT JUDGES DEPLORE. 


System Fixing Fee for Counsel As- 
signed in Capital Cases Leads to 
Corruption, Judge Foster Says. 


Judge Warren W. Foster of the Court of 
General Sessions, in a decision handed 
down yesterday, denounced certain corrupt 
practices which have their origin in the 
present system of assigning counsel in cap- 
ital cases at a fixed compensation of $500. 
The statute, fixing the power to allow com- 
pensation in the court, Judge Foster de- 
Clares, is a recent innovation, and the pas- 
sage of the law, he says, is to be deplored. 

he decision was on a motion to allow 
counsel fees to a Jawyer who defended 
Marco di Medici, who was tried last month 
and acquitted on a charge of murder in the 
first degree. The accused, Judge Foster 
says, appeared before him last June and 
entered a plea of not guilty. At that time 
he was represented by counsel. Later he 
went before another Judge and asked that 
counsel be assigned to defend him, which 
was done. Judge Foster declares there was 
no occasion for this. 

He says that not infrequently, where men 
char with capital offenses have ex- 
pressed reference for some particular 
counsel, ft has been found that they have 
done so at the instigation of keepers in the 
Tombs or the runners for certain lawyers 
who ply their trade about the Criminal 
Courts, and that the attorneys have not 
infrequentiy agreed to divide the fee they 
received from the State with those inter- 
gniediaries, and in some cases with the ac- 
cused himself.

COAL FAMINE’S EFFECTS. 





Busy Foundries Forced to Lay Off Men 
—Anthracite Plentiful in New 
Jersey. 


The difficulty of procuring anthracite 
has resulted in a number of foundries in 
Brooklyn laying off men, though work is so 
plentiful that if enough coal could. be pro- 
cured the demand for men would be great- 
er than the supply. School Commissioner 
William A. Perrine, business agent of the 
Iron Molders’ Conference Board, which 
takes in twelve local unions, said yester- 
day to a Times reporter that more men 
were likely to be laid off temporarily unless 
the situation improved. 

“The difficulty with the iron foundries,”’ 
he said, “‘ is that they are constructed so as 
to get the best results, and are built for 
certain sizes of coal. No other kind of coal 
will produce the same results, and ‘the fact 
that enough cannot be procured will have 
a bad effect.”’ 

It was learned yesterday that while coal 
is doled out in small quantities to favored 
customers in the Greater New York, some- 
times at a premium, people can buy plenty 
at Elizabeth, N. J., at $6.50 a ton, and can 
get several tons at a time. Several other 
towns along the route of the coal roads are 
similarily favored. In some places along 
the coal roads numbers of cars filied with 
anthracite are sidetracked.

GABRILOWITSCH’S RECITAL 


The Young Russian Pianist’s Per- 
formance at Daly’s Theatre. 


His Growth in Maturity and Breadth 


—A Programme of Solo 


Pieces. 


Mr. Ossip Gabrilowitsch since his re- 
turn to America after an absence of a 
year has shown a considerable growth in 
his art, a broader outlook, a mellower and 
maturer style. This has been the testimony 
of his playing so far in New York in con- 
certed music, and it was confirmed yester- 
day afternoon by his recital at Daly’s The- 
atre, the first he has given here upon his 
present visit to America. At his appear- 
ance two years ago he seemed a youth of 
poetic and introspective temperament, 
semewhat too much disposed to an analy- 
tic method, to dissecting and laying bare 
the structure of the music that he played. 
His style seemed, as it were, prematurely 
ripened: we miss the impulsiveness and 
turbulence of youth in the self-contained 
and reflective manner of the young man. 

Mr. Gabrilowitsch does not seem to be 
in the way of justifying any of the fears 
for his future that these qualities may have 
suggested. He is developing a freer and 
broader style, and he is showing the 
strong and vigorous promptings of a truly 
musical nature, that are filling his playing 
with life and emotional power. He is still 
pre-eminently devoted to the lyric vein; 
he sees everything through the roseate at- 
mosphere of romance. He does not sweep 
us off our feet with any irresistible elo- 
quence; he never presents the rugged and 
uncompromising side of anything. He is 
more than ever a worker in tonal color, 
and his effects are always of a many hued, 
glowing delicacy. He is not less an an- 
alyst, and he elaborates down to the mi- 
nutest detaii, but he manages more and 
more to put before us a plastic and beau- 
tifully modeled whole and a broader con- 
ception of the music he undertakes to in- 
terpret. é 

In the two most important works on his 
programme yesterday Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
gave as complete a summary of his aims 
and ideals as could well be put into two 
compositions. These were Brahms’s varia- 
tions on a theme of Handel's, and Beet- 
hoven’s sonata in E flat, Opus 31, No. 3. 
The variations he played in a fashion quite 
his own, full of contrasts and of poetic 
feeling. 

It was full of charm, but it could not be 
called a broad or an imposing perform- 
ance, except as to the fugue at the end, 
which was delivered with real power, clear 
in the exposition of its free contrapuntal 
structure. and consistently wrought to a 
superb climax. So with Beethoven's sonata, 
one of the master’s most spontaneous 
works, full of humor and unconstrained 
gayety—qualities that Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
impressed on every measure of the music. 

Chopin's B minor scherzo he played with 
fire and nassionate intensity such as he 
dces not always reach. In Henselt’s study, 
* Si Oiseau j'Etais,” which has long been 
one of the favorite display pieces of pian- 
ists, there was not quite the aerial light- 
ness that the plece needs; it has been 
played here with much more intangible 
A group of pieces by 
Gabrilowitsch's fellow-Russian musi- 
cians ‘formed the last portion of the pro- 
gramme, and as it seems usually to fall 
out in these days, they were of the slender- 
value musically, the most fhteresting, 
ndeed, being a ‘ Caprice-Burlesque”’ of 
his own, marked Op. 3. It showed, if noth- 
ing more, a keen feeling for effects of a 
sort that justified the title. The Russian 
Gompoates. even the greatest of them, gen- 
erally turn out to be writers of salon music 
when they betake themselves to writing 
for the piano alone. Brilliant in its tech- 
nical display, but scarcely above this level, 
is Balakireff's amplification after Liszt's 
manner, of a melody, ‘“ L’'Alouette,” by 
Glinka; so, too, is the waltz from Rubin- 
stein’s colfection of dances, ‘*‘ Le Bal,”’ and 
without the brilliancy, Arensky’s ‘‘ sketch " 
entitled ‘‘ Prés de la Mer." 


THE MANNES QUARTET. 


An Unfamiliar Composition by Taneiew 
Performed, 


est 


There ought to be encouragement in New 
York for the cultivation of string quartet 
playing by local musicians and a welcome 
for every sincere attempt in this most re- 
condite and difficult of all forms of musi- 
Few of such attempts in this city 
have of late years met with enduring suc- 
cess for various reasons which will pre- 
sent themselves to every one familiar with 
the local conditions. Eor this reason, and 
for their courage, at least the efforts of the 
quartet organized by Mr. David Mannes, 
with Messrs. Ludwig Marum, Jacob Alt- 
schiiler, and Leo Schulz, should be appre- 
ciated. 

The results, however, go to show that 
something more than courage, good musi- 
cianship,and good players are needed to 
achieve the highest excellence in chamber 
music, chief of whtch are long-continued 
practice together and the influence of au- 
thority and experience in this kind of 
music. This quartet gave its first concert 
this season in Mendeleschn Hall last even- 
ing. It offered first upon its programme 
an unfamiliar work in the shape of Ta- 
néiew's quartet in B flat minor, opus 4. 

The composer is one of the younger 
Russian school, so many of whom have 
set out to dazzle the contemporary world 
of music with their daring unconvention- 
alities and their predilection for exploiting 
the rich mine of native folk music in their 
compositions. Except for the achievements 
of Tschaikowsky—whom they have dis- 
avowed as rightfully belonging to their 
brotherhood and of. one or two others of 
less commanding stature, the ‘world is 
still waiting for something from them to 
justify eager anticipations. One by one 
they have turned out to be more or less 
brilliant amateurs, who have made their 
effects by eccentricitles rather than by 
the gift of substantial powers. Tanéiew 
himself, however,-is not to be reckoned as 
such, for his. training and position as a 
professor of theory give assurance that 
his music will be modeled after accepte 
forms. ° 

The quartet played last eyening was so 
modeled... It contained nothing revolution- 
ary—unless, indeed, it be so to write in five 
movements instead of four. The contents of 
his work have nothing to raise any doubts 
or put any questions. There is even very 
little to stamp it as Russian in the sources 
of its inspiradon—if there can be really a 
question of inspiration involved. It is sub- 
stantial music making, well written for the 
four instruments, but with very little to 
stir the blood or increase the pulse of the

The programme also incliiaed Bach's 
noble sonata for violin and piano, No. 3, in 
E major, and the fift quartet in 
3eethoven's first set of six, Op. 18. Mrs. 
Mannes assisted her husband in the Bach 
sonata, and made an excellent impression 
through her artistic erformance. The 
quartet played best in Tanéiew's composi- 


: tion, to which it had plainly devoted the 


major part of its time and effort. There 
is much to be commended in the good 
ensemble, but there was also something to 
be blamed in this, and still more in the 
Beethoven quartet. for faulty intonation.

WILLARD AS GARRICK. 


A Graceful and Finished Performance 
at the Garden Theatre.

When, in his pretended 
drunkenness, he is thundering out the fine 
speeches of his Shakespearean repertory 
he accomplishes the difficult task of mak- 
ing one believe for the moment that he is 
the great English tragedian, and over it 
all there is a depth and mellowness of 
feeling, a richness and harmony in the ut- 
terance that we are pleased to believe be- 
longs exclusively to the elder school of 
actors, 

Judged by modern standards, Robertson's 
play belongs to the voluminous literature 
of the fairy tale. In our candid if un- 
couth phrase Ada Ingot's passion would 
be called a mere matinée crush. Yet the 
whole force of the theatric situation falls 
to the ground unless we take it as grandly 
serious. As for Garrick’s passion for the 
girl he has seen only once, and then across 
the tootlights, we have no word expressive 
enough to describe its ‘unreality. And then 
the situations—always judging by modern 
standards—how they creak with the rust 
of discarded antiquity! Yet it is more 
prudent to look at the play in the light of 
its own conventions, fantastic as they are, 
for by so doing one may receive many a 
pleasant impression of genial human nat- 
ure. Old-fashioned as it is, it somehow 
gripped and-swayed the audience yester- 
day in a way few modern plays are capa- 
ble of doing.

“nationals” to cheat their creditors. 
Why should we show more consideration 
to these Central or South Americans, “ of 
doubtful origin,” as the delightful Span- 
ish private said in his letter of thanks to 
Gen. SHAFTER for having been whipped 
out of Cuba in so gentlemanlike a man- 
ner, than we show to native Populists in 
whom a chronic desire to cheat their 
ereditors occasionally becomes acute? 

And yet there is still another consid- 
ération, and it is of the most immediate 
importance. We do not, Monroe Doc- 
trine or no Monroe Doctrine, “ stand for” 
fraudulent debtors, any more than we 
stand for nests of pirates or highway- 
men. It becomes us to let fraudulent 
debtors and pirates and highwaymen 
 glike know that they have nothing to 
' @xpect from us. More than one of the 
“little convulsive republics” is in the 
s _ @ondition of a fraudulent devtor, and 


Haiti, at least, has come too near to the 
international status of a pirate or high- 
wayman, or other enemy of the human 
race. It behooves us to let everybody 
know, and particularly to let the offend- 
er know, that any derogation from the 
accepted standard of international stand- 
ard of national sovereignty and national 
responsibility must be looked out for by 
us, since we will not permit anybody else 
to look out. for it. If housecleaning be- 
comes absolutely necessary, for any S0- 
called nationality under the aegis of the 
Monroe Doctrine, we really must let the 
sluttish housekeeper know that, if he 
positively will not clean his house him- 
self, we must clean it lest a worse thing 
happen, immediately to him, ultimately 
to us. And, correlatively, we must let 
any aggrieved foreign “ puissance” that 
has grievances against any one of these 
our wards, over whom our guardianship 
is necessary to our own security, know 
that there are limits to their aggressive- 
ness and to our forbearance. We have 
been letting them know it, in a manner, 
for eighty years. We should dislike ex-

A TIMELY DEATH. 

It seems that the Shipping bill which 
the devoted Mr. Frye piloted with great 
difficulty, but with success, through the 
Senate last session has gone the road to 
dusty death in the pigeon holes of the 
House committee. Its demise was fore- 
shadowed by the conspicuous absence of 
all mention of it in the message of the 
President. And now its opponents in the 
committee are found to be more deter- 
mined than ever not to let it get into the 
House, though there is no reason to sup- 
pose that it would survive the action of 
that body. Its prospects in the next Con- 
gress are even less promising, and there 
is practically no hope for it. 

And yet it is only fair to say that the 
Ship Subsidy bill is not a worse speci- 
men of the protectionist principle than 
most of the provisions of the present 
tariff, and its operation would be more 
open, its effect more easily calculated, It 
proposes to pay men to go into and to 
conduct a business in which they say 
they cannot make money. That is what 
any protective tax is for. In the case of 
the shipping men, as in the other cases, 
it is not easy to say whether they are 
telling the truth or not, The facts, as 
far as they are known, would indicate 
that they could make money if they went 
about it in the right way. Perhaps they 
deceive themselves, and think that they 
could not. But it is to be said for them 
that the help they ask is a fixed sum, 
and that after they got it they would 
have no excuse for collecting it a second 
and a third time, as many of the pro- 
tected industries do. The trouble with 
their scheme is that it is too clear. It 
would be a good thing if the others could 
be reduced to the same form. If the peo- 
ple really understood them they would 
make short work of them. 


THE CENTRAL’S TERMINAL IMPROVE- 
MENTS. 

In its letter to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment relative to restoring 
Park Avenue to the public use and mak- 
ing other necessary improvements in its 
New York terminal, the Central Railroad 
mmanagement says, with the worthy pride 
born of conscious rectitude and the im- 
pulse of noble self-sacrifice: 

With the desire to treat all these mat- 
ters not only in a fair, but in a Iiberal, 
spirit, and if possible to show to the city 
and its citizens that it is willing to meet 
any reasonable demand, provided it is not 
called upon to make changes that will be 
seriously detrimental to its terminal prop- 
erty, or to incur an expense which would 
not be justifiable in the proper manage- 
ment of the property, the company sub- 
mits the following propositions. 

This is interesting. The New York 
Central does well to emphasize its pub- 
fic spirit and enterprise for the reason 
that they might otherwise escape popu- 
lar recognition. Curiously, the impres- 
sion has gained ground that this rail- 
road is something of an incubus upon 
local improvement, and that it manages 
to keep on the average about twenty- 
five years behind the “ state of the art” 
of which its practice should be an ex- 
jonent. It has been censured and even 
presented by successive Grand Juries for 
its somewhat conspicuous apparent lack 
of willingness not only to meet reason- 
able demands, but to do that which its 
own interests suggest as necessary for 
its own protection. Damages to the 
amount of some $400,000 for lives sacri- 
ficed in the needless and easily preventa- 
ble accident in its smoke-obstructed tun- 
nel are a reminder that the indefinite 
postponement of improvements demand- 
ed by the growth of traffic is not always, 
if ever, profitable. It is not to be ex- 
pected, however, that the gentlemen con- 
stituting the Board of Directors of the 
New York Central Railroad will take 
this view of the matter; but for many 
reasons it would be in better taste, and 
altogether better policy, if they would 
not make proclamation of their eager- 
ness to serve the public and draw the 
line only where the interests of their 
property were jeopardized. 

The average citizen will have difficul- 
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ty in resisting the conclusion that in all 
matters affecting the public interest the 
New York Central Railroad has been 
treated with a degree of consideration 
which it has failed to deserve and con- 
spicuously failed to appreciate. It is the 
most perfect example of corporate “‘ vis 
inertiae”’ of which there is record. It 
moves in response to irresistible pres- 
ture, but only as far as the pressure 
pushes it. To defeat the public will and 
to protect itself against the operation of 
forces tending in the direction of prog- 
ress, it has availed itself of expedients 
wholly subversive of public, and busi- 
ness morality. This is not the language 
of fulsome compliment, but such lan- 
guege is not called for. It would appear 
to devolve upon his Honor, the Mayor, 
to express himself with unaccustomed 
emphasis regarding some of the proposi- 
tions of the company’s letter to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
That he will consider it his duty to do 
so is scarcely probable. 


A VOLUNTEER OPINION. 

We do not see why Gov. ODELL thought 
it necessary to come out against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Tunnel franchise 
just at this moment. The Legislature is 
not in session. His talk cannot be called 
a “message.” ‘He is manifestly not 
speaking as a lawyer and we do not 
know that his opinion as Governor has 
been asked either by the city or by the 
railroad. 

Of course, nobody has suggested that 
the Legislature would grant the fran- 
chise in defiance of the Constitution and 
the charter, but many thousand persons 
are convinced that the charter should be 
amended, “ right away,’’ in such a man- 
ner as to take from the Board of Alder- 
men powers of control over great pub- 
lic undertakings which they are not 
morally or mentally capable of deciding 
for the public good. 

If the unsolicited opinion of Gov. 


| ODELL has any influence, it must be to 


confirm the Aldermen in their obstinate 
resistance to the public will. Unquestion- 
ably the vast majority of the people of 
New York easily perceive the benefits 
which the Thirty-fourth Street tunnel 
would confer upon the community, and 
earnestly desire that it be constructed. 
A few Aldermen, through a stupid or 
corrupt misuse of the powers conferred 
upon them by the unwisdom of the char- 
ter makers, stand opposed to the whole 
city. Gov. ODELL, for some reason not 
Gisclosed, has chosen to range himself on 
the side of these obstructing Aldermen. 
At least his words will give them aid 
and comfort. 


CHANGE. 


There is one of the relatively minor 
suggestions as to the currency in the 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
which is so practical and of so much im- 
portance to the business community that 
we trust the Senate will this session pay 
attention to it. 

Secretary SHAW points out that the 
amount of subsidiary silver coinage al- 
lowed by law is practically exhausted, 
There can be issued only $8,000,000 more 
under the terms of the present statute. 
The demand for this kind of coinage has 
grown within the last twenty years at 
a constantly accelerated rate, and the 
growth within the last five years has 
been much more rapid than before. 
What ought to be done is to remove the 
limit of coinage entirely and to allow 
the Treasury to meet the demand as it 
arises, first by the coinage of the Silver 
bullion in the Treasury and then by the 
recoinage of the standard silver dollars, 
of which there is a supply substantially 
inexhaustible. There can bé no possible 
risk in this, for the coins, under the law, 
are redeemable on demand when pre- 
sented, and the moment there was an 
excessive issue they would return to the 
Treasury. On the other hand, it is plain 
that when the Government undertakes 
to supply the demand for change on 
terms exceedingly profitable to itself, 
and forbids the creation of any other 
form of currency to perform the work 
of such coins, it is bound in honor to 
make the supply adequate. 

The only objection that has been made 
to the plan we have outlined is that it 
disposes of some of the silver dollars, 
which a certain number of Senators have 
got into the habit of regarding as in 
some way sacred. -If the plan were al- 
tered so that the Treasury, instead of 
coining these dollars into subsidiary 
coins, would be obliged to buy more bul- 
licn, it would doubtless be accepted. The 
amendment would be ridiculous, and ii 
ought not to be considered. 


THE BRITISH EDUCATION BILL. 


So far as can be determined from the 
debates in the House of Commons and 
the discussion in the press, the Educa- 
tion bill which has just gone to the 
Lords, and had its first reading before 
three noble members of that illustrious 
legislative body, is a thoroughly English 
measure. That is to say, it is an illogi- 
cal, rather obscure mass of compromises 
as to which neither its friends nor its 
opponents are satisfied, and the exact 
operation of which it is quite impossible 
to predict. Indeed, it is freély said on the 
Government side that the clause finally 
adopted which had reference to the de- 
gree of influence of the representatives of 
the Church in the administration of the 
schools is one that not even its author 
can clearly explain, and which is open 
to several different constructions, 

Of course it will be said that this is 
not the highest form of legislative intel- 
ligence. But it has the practical merit 
that it leaves a good deal of latitude to 
the officials who have the actual appli- 
cation of the system, and they will be 
very different from English high officials 
generally if they do not manage to feel 
their way toward a policy that will be 
fairly in accordance with the opinions 


and desires of those in interest. We 
think that it is generally conceded that 
the bill does two things of great im- 
portance. It largely increases the funds 
available for the expense of secondary 
schooling, and it brings this schooling 
under more effective superintendence 
and guidance by educational authority 
than has ever been the case. The amount 
of “favor” shown to the Established 
Church is a matter of hot dispute, but 
it is pretty plain that the plan’ mooted 
for a while in the Summer for the re- 
fusal of Nonconformists to pay their 
taxes has not taken a very firm hold on 
that large and generally prosperous 
body, and it is probable that the effect 
of the bill as an “‘issue”’ for the Lib- 
erals has not answered expectations. Mr. 
BA.trour’s prestige, on the contrary, has 
decidedly been advanced by the strong 
and skillful manner in which he has 
conducted the bill to its present stage. 


WATER WASTE. 


As bearing upon a subject discusged at 
some length in our issue of yesterday, we 
learn with satisfaction that the commis- 
sion appointed by the Mayor, consisting 
of Messrs. FREEMAN, BURR, and HER- 
RING, to consider and report upon the 
water supply of New York, will first in- 
vestigate and report upon the existing 
waste and the possible and practicable 
means of preventing it. The attitude of 
Commissioner MONROE is, very properly, 
one of inquiry. That he appreciates the 
value of the service he would render the 
public in materially reducing the present 
volume of the water unaccounted for and 
improperly charged to consumption, is 
evidence of greater fitness for the re- 
sponsible position he occupies than his 
predecessors for many administrations 
have shown. 

The three Commissioners named are 
men of eminent qualifications, and, under 
the instructions given to them, they will 
undoubtedly make a conscientious and 


thorough study of the subject of waste: 


and leakage. The best advice we can 
give them is to have the courage of their 
own convictions, and not to nullify the 
value of their work by committing them- 
selves to the conclusion that what has 
been found perfectly possible in other 
cities is impossible in New York. Pub- 
lic opinion must be created in favor of 
water economy by every means by which 
it can be effected. The people opposed 
to such measures will find the objections 
for themselves, and it would greatly 
strengthen the opposition to enforced 
curtailment of waste to have the rea- 
sons why such reform is difficult of ac- 
complishment set out for them in detail 

y the Mayor’s commission, Let us have 
the facts first, the possibilities next, and 
the qualifications last. The ultimate 
economy will not be attained, it may be, 
but we shall come the nearer to it if we 
assume that it is possible to approximate 
it in practice. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

—With over eight years in which to de- 
cide upon a method or means of celebrating 
the tercentenary of Capt. Henry Hup¢con’s 
voyage up the river which everybody ex- 
cept New Yorkers calls by his name, we 
ought to think up something at once novel 
and appropriate. Novelty will not be far to 
seek, with all forms of the fair or exposi- 
tion barred, but, as for appropriateness, 
that will be more difficult to attain, since 
there was nothing about the Half Moon's 
trip up the Hudson particularly different 
from many other ventures of the time, and 
the connection between it and what has 
since happened in this region is not exactly 
obvious. Still, the date is worth marking, 
if only to emphasize the length of New 
York's history, and several good sugges- 
tions in the way of landscape architecture 
have already been made. They include, 
fortunately, none involving the disturbance 
of metropolitan habits and comfort. Work 
will be done and money spent in one place, 
with results to be inspected, not hastily, 
by multitudes of half-fare tourists, collect- 
ed in a few weeks or months from all over 
the world, but at leisure by our ever-com- 
ing stream of well-distributed visitors. 
That is what New York wants, not a fair 
of any sort whatever. Other cities like 
fairs—and they are thoroughly welcome to 
them. Our tastes do not run that way, and 
our geography is such that a fair, instead 
of congesting a single section of the city, 
would render all our means of transit, not 
now or ever likely to be more than ade- 
quate for the regular traffic, a dally tor- 
ture to almost every one of us. There is 
not much public interest in HENRY HupbDson, 
and the little would turn to animosity if 
his achievement were made the excuse for 
inflicting a great exposition upon New 
York. We like to attend expositions else- 
where, and have always contributed gener- 
ously and effectively to their success, but 
Wwe are more than willing to forego their 
dubious advantages in favor of our neigh- 
bors, and to escape at once thelr glories 
and their inconveniences. 


—It will be interesting to see whether 
the American surgeons ,are as prompt and 
voluble in criticising and denouncing the 
failure to operate immediately in the case 
of ex-Speaker Rwrep as they were when re- 
sort to the knife was delayed in the case 
of King Epwarp. When the latter was 
attacked by the fashionable malady of 
these days, we were told that the conser- 
vatism—or was it the timidity?—of the 
British surgeons had robbed the King of 
many chances for life that would be given 
as a matter of course to any pauper pa- 
tient in any American hospital, and not 
only were we informed by numberless high 
authorities on this side of the water that 
the treatment of appendicitis in the two 
countries was very different, but it was 
revealed not less frankly that the differ- 
ence was all in the favor of our own prac- 
titioners, Sommewhat to the surprise of those 
among us who accepted these assurances as 
a form of Gospel truth, the King, though 
he had been so cruelly deprived of so many 
chances, made a rapid and complete recov- 
ery, and the operation, though so long de- 
layed, Was a success in the“popular as well 
as in the professional sense. And now, at 
the National capital, with much surgical 
skill close at hand and all we have within 
easy call, what looks to the lay eye ex- 
tremely like the British policy of delay 
until operation is obviously necessary has 
been adopted in the case of a man who, 
while not a King, has in his day exercised 
a power greater than that of more than a 
few Kings, and is still a figure of more 
than national eminence. Of course, we have 
no knowledge that the two cases aré enough 
alike to render the similarity of treatment 
significant, but then, the American sur- 
geons, what time they were so free with 


; 


their British brethren, had only a few mor- 
sels of vague information as to the symp- 
toms of King Epwarp, and if they were 
justified in leaping to conclusions, why may 
not we do the same thing? At any rate, 
the situation is curious, and its develop- 
ments will be keenly watched for this rea- 
son, as well as because of the very general 
respéct and regard for Mr. Rpep. 


—To any decently patriotic American 
citizen who wants to test his ability to keep 
his temper and control his tongue when 
under very great temptation to lose the one 
and to give the other freedom to do its 
worst we warmly commend perusal of a 
certain sentence in an article on “ The 
Anti-Lmperialist Faith,”’ contributed by Mr. 
ERVING WINSLOW to the current issue of 
The North American Review. The sentence 
reads: 

The evidence is now: pretty clear that the dis- 
aster to the Maine was caused by an internal 
explosion—confirming the circumstential proof 
gathered at the time and corroborated by the 
refirsal of the United Stutcs authorities to allow 
an impartial investigation of the incident. 

Little disposed as we are to sympathize 
with the sorrows of members of the anti- 
imperialistic group, we cannot but believe 
that a large majority of them will read 
those words with honest anger and disgust, 
and We cannot but pity them for the 
humiliation they must feel over so shame- 
ful an utterance by a man whose name is 
closely Mnked with theirs, Many of the 
anti-imperialists have gone far, but none 
of them ever went before as far as this. 
Mr. WINsLoOw’s statement is as insolent 
as it is mendacious, and it is only by 
keeping carefully In mind what an utterly 
insignificant object he personally is that 
his calumny can be studied with any ap- 
proach to composure or characterized in 
language moderate enough to be fit to 
print. Remembering what and who he is, 
however, fury turns into a sorry kind of 
amusement, and it is possible to transmute 
rage into derisive laughter. His ‘ evidence 
is now pretty clear,”’ is it! What evidence? 
Was it supplied to him by the Filipino 
ladrones with whom he and his like are 
probably in active correspondence, now that 
there are no public enemies of a status 
more nearly respectable from whom to se- 
cure corrections of our National records? 
We know of nobody else likely to have 
supplied any later information about the 
destruction of the Maine than that to be 
found in the report of the board of Amer- 
ican officers who examined the wreck.

ERVING WINSLOW is certainly “ the limit,” 
and if his latest production does not turn 
the stomachs of those who have been un- 
wise and rash enough hitherto to let him 
speak for them, if they do not vehemently 
and instantly “fire”? him out of the 
precious league which few besides himself 
could disgrace, such rags and remnants of 
respect as they have managed to preserve 
will have to be taken from them, 


—As argument against the incorporation 
of labor unions, a correspondent of ours 
whose letter we published yesterday in- 
genuously déclared that the unions, if in- 
corporated, ‘‘ would be involved in endless 
litigation.”” Would they, indeed! The con- 
fession is as unwise as it is dangerous. 
Other organizations of men do not find 
that the responsibility that comes with in- 
corporation involves them in endless litiga- 
tion. Suits are occasionally brought against 
them, to be sure, but the suits always end 
in a court decision, and then, with the right 
and the wrong of the question at issue duly 
settled, the other corporations go on about 
their business. They seem to find the 
right to sue a sufficient compensation for 
the lability to be sued, and the assump- 
tion that the labor unions would not be 
content with that compensation is little 
less than an admission that the litigation 
in which they would be involved would al- 
ways or usually go against them. Now, no 
friends of the unions ought to admit that, 
for corporations which do ngt violate con- 
tracts or the laws of the land have no 
slightest need to fear litigation. Any 
intimation that the courts are or would 
be used as a means of oppression comes 
with extremely bad grace from the men 
whose voice is controlling in making the 
courts and choosing the Judges. 


DR. CONCHA AND THE CANAL 
TREATY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been following with interest the 
different phases of the Panama Canal 
treaty. It has always seemed to me that 
one of the first things the State Depart- 
ment should have done was to refuse to 
accept Dr. Concha as Minister and to notify 
Colombia that he was persona non grata. 
My reasons for this are, first, that Dr. Con- 
cha belongs to a clique (to be found in all 
Spanish-American countries) which I will 
call Yankeephobists; secondly, because in 
1898, during the war with Spain, he was 
one of those who most virulently attacked 
the United States and her people in a sheet 
published in Bogota by Messrs. Calderon 
and Roldan. It appears to me that the 
State Department was very slack in this

BANKING AND CURRENCY 
CHANGES SUGGESTED 


The Chamber of Commerce Adopts 
Its Committee Report. 


Circulation, Credit Currency, Silver Dol- 
lars, and Public Deposits Dealt 
With—Controller Grout’s Plan 
Approved by Close Vote. 


Upon the recommendation of its Commit- 
tee on Finance and Currency, of which" 
two ex-Secretaries of the Treasury are 
members, the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday indorsed a series of proposed amend- 
ments to the banking and currency laws 
of the United States which are to be pre- 
sented by the committee in person to 
President Roosevelt. Other commercial 
bodies are to be asked to lend their co- 
operation, 

The proposed alterations follow, in gen- 
eral, the recommendations of Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw, in his recent re- 
port. Jacob H. Schiff of the committee 
made it very plain that in one respect, 
however, he strongly differed from the 
Secretary, namely, in the recommendation 
that public moneys should be deposited in 
National banks upon the basis merely of 
a determination on the part of the Gov- 
ernment that the banks were sound. 

There was a vigorous discussion of the 
proposal of Controller Grout to divert a 
vortion of the Sinking Fund money to 
“General Fund bonds.’* In opposing the 
proposal, Robert B. Roosevelt announced 
to the chamber that Tammany Hall would 
return to power after next year’s election, 
and that measures having to do with the 
city’s finances.should be viewed with re- 
gard to what Tammany, as well as what 
the fusion administration might do. John 
Harsen Rhoades, President of the Green- 
wich Savings Bank, also expressed very 
grave doubts of the legality of the Con- 
troller’s plan. 

Mr. Roosevelt moved a resolution that 
the recommendations of the committee be 
laid upon the table until the next meeting. 


But Mr. Seward urged the Chamber not 
to take any step which might be construed 
as a ‘slap in the face of the present city 
administration.’’ The resolutions of the 
committee were adopted by a close vote. 
Alfred Mosely, whg recently brought a 
delegation of English workingmen to this 
country, was introduced to the Chamber. 
He expressed the view that he had found 
trusts to be the “ greatest blessing this 
country enjoyed.’’ Alexander E. Orr was 
elected an honorary member of the Cham- 
ber, upon motion of Charles Stewart Smith. 


THE CURRENCY REPORT. 


The scheme for revising the currency laws 
was brought forward in accordance with 
a resolution introduced by Jacob H. Schiff 
at the previous meeting instructing the 
Committee on Finance and Currency to re- 
port “such feasible measures as would 
tend to provide against a money situation 
such as we have had recently to deal with.” 


The committee comprises John Harsen 

Rhoades, George G. Williams, Jacob H. 

Schiff, Charles 8S. Fairchild, Lyman J. 

Gage, Henry W. Cannon, and August Bel- 

mont. Mr. Belmont refused to sign the 

coment. Mr. Rhoades read the recommenda- 
ons. 

The first suggestion was that the “ ef- 
fectiveness and elasticity of the present 
circulation of the National banks could be 
improved to a considerable extent if the 
banks were permitted to retire their cir- 
culation at will, without being limited to 
a total retirement of only $3,000,000 in any 
one month of the year.” 

The committee urged that the margin of 
profit in National bank circulation was at 

resent very small, and that every proper 
nducement should be offered to the banks 
to take out such circulation. ‘‘ The fact,’’ 
continued the committee, ‘‘ that, when 
taken out, such circulation can only be 
retired by a long and tedious process, de- 
ters many institutions from takips it out 
at all.” 

It was recommended that supplementary 
to the present banknote circulation such 
a credit currency should be created as 
would ‘‘ flow with trade and commerce in 
its upward and downward tendencies.” On 
this subject the report continued: 


Such a supplementary circulation should bear 
proper relation to the capital of the respective 
issuing banks; {t should, moreover, rest upon the 
commercial and industrial credits which, of ne- 
cessity, need continually to be made to aid in 
the creation, development, and liquidation of 
trade, and it should be secured in the most per- 
fect manner, so that its redemption can at no 
time be called into the slightest doubt. 


The subject of maintaining the parity of 
gold and silver dollars interchangeably, 
which later drew forth the most discussion 
from the members of the Chamber, was 
dealt with by the committee in these recome 
mendations: 


Your committee further urges that proper laws 
be promptly enacted to render the gold standard 
inviolate, and, to that end, that the Sccretary 
of the Treasury be directed to maintain at ail 
times on a parity with gold the legal-tender 
silver dollars remaining outstanding, and that 
he be directed to exchange gold for legal-tender 
silver dollars when presented to the Treasury. 

That the coinage of 1,500,000 of silver dollars per 
month, now required by law, should cease. 
That the Secretary of the Treasury should be 
authorized to coin the silver bullion in the 
Treasury into such denominations of sulbvidiary 
silver coin as he may deem necessary tu meet 
public requirements, and, as public necessities 
may demand, to recoin silver dollars into sub- 
sidiary coin. 


MONEY STRINGENCY REMEDY. 


In order to avoid such another financial 
stringency as the recent one, it was sug- 
gested that the Secretary of the Treasury 
should have his powers extended very 
promptly as to the making of deposits of 


public moneys. The committee expressed 
the opinion that the time had arrived when 
the moneys received from customs duties 
should be handled just as freely as those 
derived from internal revenue collections. 
Continuing, the report said: 


It appears to your committee that, in view of 
the action already taken by the Secretary of 
the Treasury during the recent severe pressure 
of money conditions, the existing statute, the 
language of which appears ambiguous, and un- 
der which it fs not entirely clear to what ex- 
tent the Secretary of the Treasury may use 
discretion in accepting other security than 
United States bonds for deposits of public 
moneys, should be amended so as to expressly 
authorize the acceptance of State and municipal 
bonds within certain limitations as security for 
public deposits, and your committee further 
suggests that, in order to make the funds of 
the Government, which, after all, are the 
fonds of the people, available to a larger degree 
than is now the case for the needs of com- 
merce and industry of the country, Instead of 
withdrawing these funds from the channels of 
trade, the law be so amended as to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to deposit, in 
his discretion, any public funds in the Nation- 
al banks against such security as the law 
may authorize, except the gold reserve, held for 
the redemption of legal tender notes and such 
working balance which he shall deem it ad- 
visable to maintain. 

If this be done, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be under ah amended statute directed to ex- 
act upon public funds deposited in the National 
banks, except where such funds are secured by 
the deposit of United States bonds, interest at a 
rate not less than 2 per cent. per afnum, thé 
effect would be that in times of monetary pres- 
sure, such as we have frequently and only re-' 
cently passed through, the entire money supply 
in the country, inclusive of the public funds, 
could be made available. It is a well-established 
fact that in times of great prosperity and activ- 
ity Government revenues, both from internal and 
from customs dues, increase considerably, and, 
in consequence, the withdrawal and locking up 
into the Treasury of large cash supplies take 
place at the very time when the money in the 
country is most needed for its business. 

On the other hand, if the depository banks are 
called upon to pay interest on the public funds 
they obtain on deposit, this will result in the 
return of these funds to the Treasury when no 
longer requited, and when these finds, there- 
fore, can no longer be used by the nks to ad- 
vantage. Thus a constant flow, moving with 
the needs of the money market from and into 
the Treasury, will be established, which will go 
far to remedy, ff not to make Impossible, such con- 
ditions as have recently and frequently hereto- 
fore existed, and under which Interest has ad- 
vaneed to abnormal rates to the serious detri- 
ment of the legitimate trade of the country. 

The committee expressed the view that 
while the “‘ proposition so often and some- 
times persistently made” that a special 
‘“ emergency currency "’ should be provided 
might possibly have a legitimate place in 
a properly safeguarded system of credit 
currency, standing by itself it would, when 
availed of, only “increase the distrust and 
difficulties, to allay which, ostensibly, 
would be its purpose.”’ 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 


The report concluded as follows: 

We must come right down to the propdsition 
that the only thing which can be done to make 
our financial system safe and sound and solid, 
is to get down t6 one legal tender, and that is 


sill . 


gold, and then to bank upon a currency circula- 
tion enlarged beyond the present authorized 
issues of the National banks, and based upon the 
credit of the legitimate trade of the country, and 
rigidly safeguarded under the law. This is the 
only true solution of the problem of currency that 
we can see; we believe this can be made perfectly 
safe; we believe it will prove of immense ad- 
vantage to the country, and wé believe it to be 
in the interest of the whole people that it should 
be established. 

We need an enlarged circulation which, while 
perfectly secure, will have sufficient elasticity 
to meet the constant and varied demand made 
upon it under all conditions, and we need @ 
banking system such as will secure to all points 
of the country a rate of interest equable and 
just, which will rise and fall automatically with 
the varying demands of trade and commerce. 
Until this is accomplished, as accomplished it 
must be, if we are to permanently assure and 
increase our prosperity and commercial supre- 
macy, the measures herein pointed out will, in 
the opinion of your committee, tend to make 
money conditions more elastic, and, 
extent, at least, counteract, such conditions in 
the money market as we have recently had to 
deal with, 

In submitting his report to the Chamber, 
Mr. Rhoades said that the ‘‘ conditions now 
existing are unbearable, and the continued 
and permanent prosperity of the country 
demands prompt action on the part of 
Congress."" He said that while for the past 
few years this country had been enjoying 
unexampled prosperity, and that while she 
stood ready to do her full share in the com- 
merce of the world, she was ‘‘ entangled in 
the meshes of currency laws which forbid 
the element of credit to enter into their op- 
erations,”’ 

Jacob H. Schiff called attention to the 
fact that the Secretary of the Treasury 
united in these recommendations in his 
latest annual report, except that he urged 
that public moneys should be deposited 
with National banks when the Secretary 
became satisfied that the banks were safe. 

“That is a very dangerous recommenda- 
tion,’’ said Mr.. Schiff. ‘‘ It would be most 
perilous to allow the executive department 
of the Government to deposit money wher- 
ever it pleased. The country suffered for 
decades for the very reason that the Bank 
of the United States had this power. If 
such power as this were given to the execu- 
tive branch of the Government it would in- 
evitably, sooner or later, be used for po- 
litical ends.”’ 

Francis C. Moore, President of the Con- 
tinental Insurance Company, opposed the 
feature of the repert relating to the inter- 
changeability of gold and silver dollars. He 
said it would be worse than the “ endless 
chain’ of the greenbacks, which caused 
such trouble in Mr. Cleveland's administra- 
tion. He said there was no need for such a 
law, as no one was disturbed now about the 
standing of the silver dollar or the silver 
certificate. He also argued that such in- 
terchangeability would increase greatly the 
premium on successful counterfeiting. 


MR. FAIRCHILD ON REDEMPTION. 


Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild, 
in reply to Mr. Moore, said that he had had 
as much trouble officially in maintaining 
the value of the silver dollar as any other 
Secretary. He said that all that enabled 
him to maintain this value in the years ime 
mediately following 1885 was the fact that 
the revenues of the Government afforded 
a surplus revenue of $100,000,000 in gold: 

‘““We have found by experience,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Fairchild, ‘‘that the Govern- 
ment must redeem these dollars. It does 
so now, practically. It accepts these dol- 
lars in payment for Government dues, and 
it requires a creditor to accept them in 
liquidation of debt. This amounts to a 
redemption, but fit is a cumbersome, un- 
seientific way of doing it. The adoption of 
the proposed resolution puts the United 
States in the position of saying, ‘We are 
prepared now to do directly what we know 
we must do indirectly.’ ”’ Apemase.2 

The resolutions of the committee, as read 
by Mr. Rhoades, were adopted unanimous- 
ly, with the exception of Mr. Moore’s vote 
in the negative. 

Gustav H. Schwab, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Commerce and Revenue 
Laws, introduced a resolution urging upon 
Congress the passage of a plan for recip- 
rocal tartff relations with Cuba. This was 
adopted. Mr. Schwab also introduced a 
resolution providing that the United States 
Senate should be petitioned to pass the 
— reciprocal treaty with France. 

ames Talcott raised a dissenting voice 
against this proposal. He. said at the 
proposed treaty would be an imposition 
upon laboring men, and that the treaty 
was “in its details an abomination.” The 
resolution was passed with but few object- 
ing votes.

MEDAL FOR PROF. HILPRECHT. 


The Philadelphia Scientist Gets It for 
His Excavations at Nippur, 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 4.—Prof. H. V. 
Hilprecht, the eminent archaeologist, was 
to-night presented by the University of 
Pennsylvania with a diploma awarding to 
him the Lucy Wharton Drexel Medal for 
his excavations at Nippur and his publica- 
tions on the subject. 

The fund for the medals was established 
last month by Lucy Wharton Drexel, who 
donated to the University the sum of $2,000, 
the income of which is to be expended for 
medals to be awarded once a year for the 
best archaeological excavator or for the best 
publication based on archaeological exca- 
vations by. an English-speaking scholar 
named by those already possessing it.

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NO DELAY FOR VENEZUELA 


Great Britain and Germany to Pro- 
ceed With Joint Action. 


CASTRO’S OFFER INADEQUATE 


Not Acceptable to the German Govern- 
ment—British Cruiser indefatigable 
Reaches La Guayra. 


BERLIN, Dec, 4.—The note presented by 
President Castro of Venezuela to the Ger- 
man Minister at Caracas a wéek ago is not 
satisfactory to the German Government. 
It is deemed inadequate and as being prob- 
ably designed to gain further time. The 
partial acceptance of the German demands 
Was coupled with conditions that are un- 
acceptable. 

The exchange of views with the British 
Foreign Office has resulted in a decision 
to proceed with the joint action. An ultl- 
matum will almost certainly be presented 
in a few days. The phrasing of the note 
is the subject of present correspondence 
between the two Governments, whose ac- 
tion will not await the arrival in the West 
Indies of the cruisers Amazona, Niobe, and 
Ariadne, as Germany has an ample force 
already there. The departure of these 
cruisers has been indefinitely postponed, 

A seemingly inspired article in The Co- 
logne Gazette to-day says that in spite of 
Germany’s patience with Venezuela, all 
hope has been abandoned in Berlin of a 
peaceful settlement, and that Venezuela 
has treated Germany in a manner almost 


insulting, because she published official 
communications without Germany’s con- 
sent, coupled with improper comments.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Japanese 
Minister called at the State Department in 
haste to-day to communicate to Secretary 
Hay a cablegram he had received from the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs at Tokio stat- 
ing that while Minister Buck was on a 
hunting trip this morning he was taken 
suddenly ill and expired. 

At the close of the official day a cablel 
gram was received at the State Department 
from John M. Ferguson, the Second Secre- 
tary of Legation at Tokio, saying that it 
was his painful duty to announce the death 


of Minister Buck. but making no explana- 
tion of the cause of death. 

It is expected that the body of the Min- 
ister, who was a veteran of the civil war, 
will be brought to Washington for burial 
at Arlingion, where the Minister selected 
a burial site for himself when he was in 
the United States about two years ago. 
Mrs. Buck, it is understood, is in Tokio, 
and the State Department will address a 
méssage of condolence to her. 

Huntirgton Wilson, the Secretary of Le- 
gation at Tokio, will be designated as 
Chargé d’Affaires, 


Alfred E. Buck was born in Foxcroft, 
Maine, in 1832. He was educated with a 
view to the legal profession, but selected 

dagogy instead, and eventually became 

ncipal of Lewiston High School in his 
mative State. Later he was made Super- 
intendent of Schools in Lewiston. While 
he held that post the civil war began; he 
enlisted as a volunteer in 1861, and when 
mustered out in 1865 was Colonel of his 
regiment. 

Instead of again taking up his residence 
in New England, Col. Buck removed to 
Alabama, and was elected to the Forty- 
first Congress, which had to do with the 
“reconstruction ’’ of the Southern States. 
‘Afterward he went to Atlanta, Ga., where 
he became a leading lawyer. He was one 
of the few strong Republicans who were 
not made to feel that their poljtical con- 
victions were objectionable to the populace. 
He took an active part in politics, and be- 
came known as one of the leading repre- 
sentatives of his party in the South. He 
was appointed Clerk of the United States 
District Court and. later United States 
Marshal for the Atlanta District. In the 
campaign of 1868 he was a Presidential 
Elector. In five Republican Conventions 
he was a delegate. His influence with 
colored voters was great. 

On April 5, 1897, President McKinley 
nominated Col. Buck as Minister to Japan, 
and he had held that post ever since. In 
1864 he married Miss Ellen B. Baker, 
daughter of Judge Baker of Hallowell, Me. 


MARSEILLES STRIKE STILL ON. 


Proposition Made by the Ship Owners 
Not Accepted—Navy Sailors 
Manning Liners, 


MARSEILLES, Dec. 4.—No charge in the 
strike situation took place to-day. This 
evening the syndicate of ship owners made 
a proposition to the strikers which, it is 
stated, was in the nature of a compromise. 
The strikers’ committee declared to-night 
that the proposition was not acceptable, 
as it refuses the majority of the strikers’ 
demands. 

A meeting of strikers was held this even- 


ing, at which an address was adopted ap- 
pealing to all the Captains, engineers, and 
grilors at all the ports of France to make 
common cause with the strike movement 
here by ordering a general cessation of 
work. 

The Government has organized a tempo- 
rary steamship service with Corsica, Alge 
ria, and Tunis by furnishing sailors from 
the navy for the regular steamships. 

When the steamer Rhone was on the point 
of sailing for Bona, Algeria, at noon to-day 
the crew suddenly deserted, in spite of the 
prayers of the 250 passengers. The latter 
refused to disembark and the vessel sailed 
jate in the afternoon, manned by naval 
sailors.

THE ITALIAN REFORM BILLS. 


Divorce Measure Meets with Disaster— 
Bill to Aid Southern Agriculturists 
Favorably Reported. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YORK Times

LONDON, Dec. 5.—The Italian Govern- 
ment’s Divorce and Affiliation bill has 
met with disaster at an early stage of its 
career, says the Rome correspondent of 
The Times. Five out of the nine prelim- 
inary committees have declared against 
the measure. The verdict is not neces- 
sarily final, but the bill will probably 
share the fate of previous divorce bills 
in spite of the fact that it occupied a 
prominent place in the Government pro- 
gramme and the King’s speech. 

The correspondent says that better for- 
tune has attended the more important 
Gevernment measure for the relief of 
taxation, which is intended .to alleviate 
the condition of the Southern agricul- 
turists.

THE HOTEL MEN’S MEETING.

97,000 Inhabitants of the District Near 
the Monastery Ask That It Be 
Authorized.

LONDON, Dec. 5.—Ninety-seven thou- 


sand inhabitants of the Grande Char-' 


treuse district, says the Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times, have signed a 
petition to Parliament asking for author- 
ization for the monastery. 

The Grenoble Municipality has joined 
in this demonstration. 


It was recently announced that the monks 
of La Grande Chartreuse had purchased a 
splendid estate in Austria, and that the 
right to manufacture their famous liqueur 
had been granted to one of their number, 
who would become secularized for the 
purpose. It now appears, however, that 
the monks still retain some hope of being 
allowed to remain in France. It is said 
that the French Government, if it consents 
to grant authorization to the brotherhood, 
will insist that the manufacture of Char- 
treuse be stopped. 

La Grande Chartreuse is in the Depart- 
ment of Isére, about fourteen miles north 
of Grenoble, at a height of 4,268 feet above 
the level of the sexu. The settlement was 
founded in the year 1084, and the first 
monastery on the present site was built in 
1137. That the monks are anxious to re- 
tain their ancient and beautiful domain is 
as natural as that the villagers should de- 
sire them tc stay. No new estate, however 
large and picturesque, could be compensa- 
tion for the loss of the fifteenth-century 
church and the many other memorials of 
the past contained in the monastery and 
grounds, 

Every observer of the work of the monks 
has borne witness to their benevolence and 
the good they have accomplished in the 
surrounding country. In the villages near 
by churches, schools, hospitals, and other 
institutions have been erected and main- 
tained at their expense. 

Since the Revolutionary confiscation of 
1793 the domain of Chartreuse has be- 
longed to the State, and the monks, who 
were permitted to return to the monastery 
in 1816, have been paying a nominal rent 
for ‘the use of the buildings and the right 
o2 pasturage. They no longer have any 
property in the neighboring forests, al- 
though the fact that forests exist. there 
is in great part due to the labors of their 
predecessors. 


MINERS ACCUSE OPERATORS. 


Say Agreement to Reinstate Men Has 
Been Violated—Rumors of a 
Settlement. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 4.—At the ses- 
sion of the Anthracite Strike Commission 
to-day the representatives of the mine 
workers continued to call witnesses, mostly 
practical miners, who told their story of 
conditions as they exist in the Hazleton, or 
Middle, coal fields, 

The miners tried to show by these wit- 
nesses that the Coxe and other companies 
had violated the agreement entered into 
by both sides when the commission was 


appointed, that the strikers should return 
to work and be given their old places back 
where they had not already been filled. 
Some of the witnesses called testified that 
they were not given back their old places, 
and maintained that men oh eager in the 
union in the various localities during the 
strike were discriminated against. 

The commission has decided to invite the 
Mine Inspectors to appear before them, be- 
cause the miners assert that the workmen 
fear to inform the Mine Inspectors of dan- 
gerous or unhealthy places in the mines, 
because the Inspectors are usually accom- 
panied by some representative of the com- 
pany, who may cause the man’s dismissal. 
That is a new point before the commission. 

Rumors of possible negotiations looking 
toward a settlement outside the commission 
continue to be heard. Lawyers admit they 
have heard such rumors, but say they know 
nothing about a possible settlement. What- 
ever is done will be first decided on in 
New York, where those in authority to act 
are located. Several attorneys, among 
them W. W. Ross of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Company, have re- 
turned to the metropolis. Vhether or not 
it is in connection with peace negotiations 
cannot be learned here. The opinion still 
prevails here, and rather strongly, too, 
that the operators and the miners will 
agree on most points before the commis- 
sion ends its hearings. 


EDISON ON WITNESS STAND. 


The Inventor Baffles Lawyers and Ob- 
servers That the Law Business 
Is a Curiou- Business. 


Thomas A. Edison, | 
called yesterday as a w: css before Com- 
missioner Shields, sitting as a master in 
an action brought by the New York Phono- 
graphic Company against the National 
Phonographic Company, the latter being 
one of the Edison companies, claiming to 
hold all the selling rights for. phonographs 
made under the inventor's patents. 

Mr. Edison was called by the plaintiff, 
who hoped to find out through him, the 
details of the contracts made since his in- 
vention of the phonograph. From 11 to 1 
o'clock and all the afternoon session the 
lawyer questioned the inventor but gained 
practically nothing, Once, when the lawyer 
had tried to get the inventor to answer a 
direct question, he turned to Mr. Edison's 
counsel and said he proposed, like Gen. 
Grant, to keep on that line “if it took all 
Summer.” 

Mr. Edison, who is very deaf, turned to 
his lawyer, and with a twinkle in his eye 
observed: . : 

‘*Curious business, this law business, isn't 
ot Pa 

‘*T have found it is, Mr. Edison,” 
his counselor. 

At the commencement of his examination 
the lawyer for the plaintiff produced a 
number of copies of patents from Wash- 
ington, and asked the inventor to exam- 
ine them. 3 

“TIT decline to do so,” said he, ‘ because 
I do not know that they are true copltes. 
If that is a matter of official record, certi- 
fied copies should be secured.” 

“You invented the phonograph Mr. 
Edison was asked. 

“T believe so, Sir.’’ 

Tipon being asked if he didn’t own about 
11,000 shares in the Edison Phonograph 
Company the inventor scratched his head, 
and finally said, with a laugh, that the 
lawyer would have to ask_his bookkeeper, 
as he did not remember. The examination 
will go on on Monday. 


NEW SOCIAL REGISTER. 


The Centre of Society’s Population is 
. at Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
second Street. 


According to The Social Register for 1903, 
which appears this week, the centre of 
population of the residences referred to is 
at the intersection of Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-second Street. In 1900 it was at Fif- 
tieth Street; in 1880 at Thirty-fourth 
Street; in 1866 at Fourteenth Street. This 
year for the first time the preponderance 


of the west side has given away, and there 
are 3,220 residences on the east side of 
Fifth Avenue to 3,208 on the west side.

Trotting Board of Review. 


PROMINENT OFFICIAL ACCUSED 


A United States District Attorney Said 
to Have Arranged Fraudulent Race 


—To Proceed Against Him. 


The greater part of the two sessions of 
the Board of Review of the National Trot- 
ting Association at the Murray Hill Hotel 
yesterday was taken up with the investiga- 
tion of the case of the association against 
W. R. Cox of Nashua, N. H., and William 
O'Neill of Lexington, Mass., who were 
charged with being implicated in the fixing 
of a race at the Nashua (N. H.( Fair last 
July. The case was the most remarkable 
has yet come before the board at 
this meeting, it being openly charged by 
the accused horsemen that not only the 
owners and drivers of the four horses en- 
tered in the race, but the judges and cer- 
tain of the officials of the Fair Associgtion 
were also cognizant of the fraud. In con- 
sequence of these charges and the corrobo- 
rative nature of the evidence, the board, 
in its executive session in the. evening, 
decided to continue the case against the 
two accused horsemen unti] the next meet- 
ing, suspended the owners and drivers of 
the other two horses for a year, and in ad- 
dition the, Secretary was directed to pre- 
pare an action against C. J. Hamblett, Vice 
President of the Nashua Fair Association, 
United States District Attorney, and Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee of 
New Hampshire, who was accused by sev- 
eral of the witnesses. 

Four horses were driven in the race in 
question: Lexington, owned and driven by 
William O'Neill of Lexington, Mass.; Reid 
Patchen, owned and driven by W. R. Cox 
of Nashua, N. H.; Gambet, owned by 
Thomas Lutton of Rockville, Conn., and 
driven by J. Bowdoin of Hartford, Conn., 
and Belle Mine, owned by Henry Levy of 
New Haven, Conn., and driven by C, H. 
Cook of New Haven. Gambet was the fa- 
vorite, and won the first two heafs, but the 
race finally was won by Lexington. An in- 
vestigation was held, and the drivers of 
Gambet and of Belle Mine were fined and 
for pulling their horses. They 

to obtain reinstatement, ‘but 
failed, and complaint was then made 
against the owners and drivers of the other 
two horses, and the case was taken up 
by the Board of Review. 

At the hearing of the case yesterday 
Thomas Lutton of Rockville, Conn., the 
owner of Gambet, admitted that he knew 
his horse would not win, and also that 
there had been an arrangemént.to “ split” 


the winnings, finally declaring that ‘ the 

judges knew as much about the race being 

fixed as the others.’’ John H, Shults then 

asked the witness: ‘‘ Do you mean to say 

that the judges, drivers, and owners all un- 

derstood one another regarding the deal?” 
Yes," was the answer. 

Lutton also said that whatever he did in 
connection with the race was through 
friendship for Vice President Hamblett of 
the Fair Association, although it was 
brought out on cross-examination that he 
had not met Mr. Hamblett prior to the 
racing meet at Nashta. 

Driver Bedoine, who was behind Gambet 
in the race, said that the race in question 
was fixed, and admitted that he was a 
party to it. He said that the four drivers 
in the race had agreed to divide the purses, 
and that he took instruction regarding the 
driving of Gambet from Mr. Hamblett. 

¢. H. Cook, the driver of Belle Mine, 
owned by Henry Levy of New Haven, also 
eamitted that the purse was to be divided 
into four parts and that he knew he was 
helping -to rob the public. He said that he 
had put up the money for the race and that 
Mr. Levy had put up none. He had not 
driven since the race in question. Cook 
said that he did not object to the fine im- 
posed as the result of the race, but he had 
Leen suspended and wanted to be rein- 
stated. Cook also brought Hamblett's 
name into the case. He said: ‘‘I saw Mr. 
Hamblett, who said to me: ‘I've got you 
into this fix and will get You out of it.’ ”’ 
The witness understood, he said, that Ham- 
blett could “ fix "’ matters. 

Henry Levy of New Haven, Conn., the 
owner of Belle Mine, testified: regarding the 
race and swore that Hamblett had told him 
he could * fix "" the judges.

Of 2.00 immigrants landed yesterday at 
Ellis Isiand by the Red Star Line steam- 
ship Zeeland, the Hamburg-American liner 
Moitke, and the Italian steamship Sar- 
degna, 570 were detained by the immigra- 
tion authcrities for further examination. 

In prepertion to the number of immi- 
grants received, the number detained is 
the lhingest on record. Liability to become 
a public charge is the reason for which 
most of them were he ld, and unless they 
can ssotisfy the authorities that they have 
sufficient means of support they will not 
be allowed to land.

QUESTION OF TiITLE.—In answering the 
complaint in an action brought by Allen 
McNabb against Catherine Whisse!..to -re- 
cover the purchase price of a carload of 
lumber, the defendant alleged that the 


seller of the lumber, plaintiff's assignor, 
nad no title wnen the sale was made, and 
that the buyer had surrendered the prop- 
erty to the real owner. The seller of the 
lumber had purchased from the Eastern 
Lumber Company. The defendant claimed 
that this purchase had been made on credit 
induced by false representations. It ap- 
peared, however, on the trial, that the sale 
be the lumber company was for cash, but 
for some unexplained reason the money 
wus not paid when the lumber was deliv- 
ered, On an appeal to the Third Appellate 
Livision from a judgment for plaintiff, the 
aefendant contended that the payment of 
the cash at the time of the delivery was 
wuived, because of the alleged false repre- 
sentation, and, therefore, the waiver became 
ineffectual to pass title without payment of 
the money. ‘This contention, the Appellate 
Court holds, in an opinion by Justice Par- 
con C. Williams, cannot be sustained, “ be- 
cause there was no proof made upon the 
trial that the waiver was so induced. This 
defense was not alleged in the answer, and 
vas not litigated upon the trial. It did not 
appear how the delivery of the lumber 
without the payment of the purchase price 
hap yened to be made. The President of the 
aber company, who made the sale, testi- 
fed that in selling the lumber he relied 
upon the false representations, but he did 
not testify that he relied upon those repre- 
sentations in consenting to the delivery of 
the lumber without the payment of the pur- 
chase price. Indeed, he did not say whether 
he aid. consent at all. The sale was for 
cash, and the lumber company had the 
right to insist upon such payment as a con- 
Gition of delivering the lumber. The lum- 
ber was, however, delivered..without such 
ayment being made. The defendant might 
fave own that the taking of the lumber 
was without the consent of the lumber com- 
pany, or that such consent, if given, and 
waiver of cash payment made, was induced
